3 1828 13 Stars MS 63 Brown PCGS. Somewhat muted luster with 
remnants of faded orange color about the peripheral devices. There 
is only isolated softness on a few of the left obverse stars. 

4 1835 AU 58 NGC. Typically bold with traces of coppery-red color 
about the devices. 

5 1835 MS 63 Brown NGC. B-l, R.l. Very well struck with consider¬ 
able evidence of faded red color in the protected areas. 

6 1835 MS 63 Red and Brown NGC. Mottled glossy-brown patina 
intermingles with bright red luster on the obverse. The reverse is 
fully lustrous with the exception of two noticeable toning spots. 

7 1849 MS 64 Brown PCGS. The first business strike half cent of the 
Coronet design, this is a crimson-brown example.

Lightly worn throughout with rich brown pati¬ 
na and relatively abrasion-free surfaces. This P-mint issue is scarce 
in all grades despite a mintage of more than 9.8 million pieces. 

27 1868 MS 64 Red and Brown NGC. Speckled “woodgrain” surfaces 
in mellowed amber and violet-brown hues offer strong definition 
throughout.

Considerably lustrous with an 
original orange-brown appearance. There are no areas of noticeable 
striking softness. 

32 1872 MS 65 Red and Brown PCGS. A distraction-free piece, the 
surfaces show a desirable crimson-red appearance despite slight 
mellowing. The strike is well above par for the series and the feath¬ 
er tips display nearly full definition. This issue’s mintage of 
4,042,000 pieces is on the low side for the Indian cent series. Since 
most of these coins saw extensive circulation, it is little wonder that 
the 1872 is a prized commodity at the Gem level.

38 1878 MS 65 Red PCGS. Both sides are lustrous and powerfully 
struck. A scarcer issue, the 1878 boasts a limited (by Indian cent 
standards) original mintage of fewer than 5.8 million pieces.

The frosty, pink-red surfaces are as fresh as 
the day this coin was produced. 

44 1893 MS 65 Red PCGS. The fire-red surfaces show a rich, frosty 
texture and needle sharp striking definition. 

45 1896 MS 65 Red NGC. Both sides of this smooth specimen are 
awash in fire-red luster. The strike is free of criticism. 

46 1897 MS 65 Red and Brown PCGS. The otherwise lustrous, crim¬ 
son-red surfaces show isolated brown patina over the central 
obverse.

CERTIFIED PROOF INDIAN CENTS 

1864 Bronze PR 65 Red and Brown NGC. This is a simply beau¬ 
tiful coin from the standpoint of originality. The surfaces combine 
rich swirls of copper-brown and antique-gold color, but blinding 
olive-gold iridescence is noted at select angles. The suitably reflec¬ 
tive surfaces display hairline-free features and pinpoint striking 
detail. Although nowhere near as rare as the 1864 L, this proof issue 
is scarce in all grades and undeniably rare as a Gem. 

1864 Bronze PR 66 Red and Brown PCGS. The glossy-brown 
patina on the obverse yields to brighter olive-gold shades on the 
reverse. Blushes of original luster are noted on the reverse and both 
sides are smooth from rim to rim. Population: 8 in 66, only 1 finer. 

1865 PR 65 Red and Brown PCGS. There is considerable remaining 
luster on the obverse, but the revere is largely glossy-brown in 
appearance. Sharply struck with no noticeable impairments. 

1865 PR 65 Red and Brown NGC The otherwise orange-brown sur¬ 
faces show halos of lavender and electric-blue color over the reverse 
portrait. With brighter undertones and needle sharp detail, this is an 
uncommonly attractive coin for die issue as well as the grade. 

1867 PR 64 Brown NGC. Rich olive-brown patina blankets the 
boldly defined surfaces. The fields reveal modest reflectivity at cer¬ 
tain angles. 

1873 Closed 3 PR 64 Red NGC. Hie fully lustrous, orange-red sur¬ 
faces do not reveal any distractions that would seem to preclude a 
PR 65 grade. Sharply struck, as always. 

1878 PR 64 Red NGC. Solid reflectivity beneath splashes of apple- 
green and rose patina. A small spot appears to have been removed 
from the reverse field to the left of the O in ONE. 

1880 PR 65 Red PCGS. The deep, rich, fire-red coloration would 
catch the eye of even the most casual observer. The fields are bright 
and the devices are fully defined throughout. 

1883 PR 64 Red and Brown NGC. Uniformly orange-brown in color 
with typically bold striking definition and moderately reflective 
fields. 

1884 PR 66 Red and Brown PCGS. Although the reverse is uni¬ 
formly tan-brown in shade, the obverse melds together brown, olive, 
and purple colors. The hairline-free surfaces would settle for nothing 
less than a full Gem grade. 

1898 PR 64 Red and Brown PCGS. Nearly full Gem in quality with 
bright crimson-red features that show only the slightest mellowing. 

1902 PR 66 Red PCGS. The overall appearance of this coin is essen¬ 
tially cherry-mahogany in color. Brighter golden undertones, as well 
as modest reflectivity in the fields, are noted at certain angles. 

1909 PR 65 Red PCGS. Bright and suitably reflective, both sides 
glow with olive-red coloration. The distraction-free surfaces allow 
for full appreciation of the sharply impressed features.

73 1913-S MS 65 Red and Brown NGC. A difficult S-mint issue to 
locate in the higher reaches of Mint State, this is a colorful example. 
Both sides show intermingled swirls of crimson, orange, and gold¬ 
en-brown patina over boldly defined surfaces. 

74 1914 MS 65 Red PCGS. The fully lustrous surfaces sparkle beneath 
pale milky overtones. Both sides are equally free of abrasions and 
carbon. 

75 1916 MS 66 Red PCGS. This orange-red example is as fresh as the 
day it left the Philadelphia Mint. The smooth surfaces speak vol¬ 
umes for the care with which this coin was preserved. 

76 1921 MS 65 Red PCGS. The golden-orange surfaces are fresh and 
boldly defined. 

77 1921-S—Cleaned—ANACS. Unc Details, Net AU 55. The muted 
pink-orange surfaces are obviously not original. There is, however, 
no wear and all design elements are sharply impressed. 

78 1924 MS 66 Red PCGS. This is a radiant, fully lustrous Gem whose 
surfaces are free of even the most trivial distraction. NGC and PCGS 
combined report only one coin above the present level. 

79 1924-D MS 63 Red and Brown NGC. A few well concealed carbon 
spots seem to bar this orange-brown example from the near-Gem 
level. The patina is not evenly distributed and the original luster is 
predominantly evident over the center-right obverse and the lower 
reverse. This is a conditionally scarce issue. 

80 1925-D MS 63 Red NGC. Lustrous with no unduly bothersome car¬ 
bon spots, and softly struck devices on the reverse. 

81 1925-S MS 63 Red and Brown NGC. Elusive any finer, this is an 
otherwise golden-orange representative whose surfaces show streaks 
of darker color on both sides.

The lustrous, distraction- 
free surfaces allow for full appreciation of the bold obverse dou¬ 
bling. The devices are quite well defined and the color is orange- 
pink in shade. A no-questions near-Gem that is worthy of a strong 
bid. 

88 1972/72 Doubled Die MS 66 Red PCGS. This is a fully lustrous, 
abrasion-free representative of this popular error cent. Fire-red in 
color.

The sharply struck surfaces 
are essentially orange-olive in appearance. This is a popular first- 
year issue among type collectors. 

91 1865 MS 65 Red NGC. The golden-orange surfaces show crisp def¬ 
inition and smooth features—a coin that would fit comfortably into 
any Gem quality collection. 

92 1869 MS 64 Red and Brown NGC. An attractive, well struck two 
center that exhibits deep pumpkin-orange color in the areas sur¬ 
rounding the devices and light planchet flaking about the obverse 
periphery.

123 1913-D Type Two MS 64 PCGS. Dappled tan iridescence blankets 
the satiny surfaces. Both sides are sharply struck and the reverse is 
rotated 10 degrees counterclockwise in relation to the obverse. 

124 1914 MS 63 PCGS. Bright and satiny with unmarked surfaces that 
are consistently deficient in highpoint detail. 

125 1914-S MS 62 ANACS. The otherwise slate-gray surfaces show 
bright, satiny luster at certain angles. The strike is well above aver¬ 
age for an S-mint Buffalo and there are no individually distracting 
abrasions. 

126 1915-D MS 63 PCGS. Both sides display a uniform golden tint and 
above average sharpness on the central devices.

The final year of this popular and 
scarce early dime series. 

155 1807 AU 53 NGC. JR-1, the only known dies, R.2. Although some¬ 
what dark, this is a problem-free representative of this early dime 
series. Brighter cobalt undertones are noted on the otherwise char¬ 
coal colored surfaces. The central devices are suitably defined for 
both the issue and the grade and there are no noticeable circulation 
marks.

This is a deeply toned example whose otherwise 
lavender-gray coloration yields to bright multicolored undertones at 
certain angles. Minimally worn and sharply defined. 

159 1841 AU 58 ANACS. The richly toned, lavender-charcoal surfaces 
reveal ample remaining definition and relatively clean features. 

160 1843 MS 61 ANACS. Somewhat lackluster in appearance, yet bright 
and delicately patinated with champagne-apricot shades. This early 
P-mint example is anything but common in Mint State. 

161 1850 AU 58 ANACS. The smoky-gray surfaces show remnants of 
original satin luster and pinpoint striking detail. There are no both¬ 
ersome circulation marks. 

162 1853 Arrows MS 67 NGC. This satiny Arrows dime displays a 
modest cartwheel sheen and otherwise silky-smooth surfaces. 
Razor-sharp from rim to rim, the strike does not leave any of the 
design elements incomplete.

Deep lavender-charcoal and electric-blue ton¬ 
ing is noted throughout, but the sharply impressed devices are appre¬ 
ciable at all angles. 

165 1875 MS 65 NGC. Fulsome mint frost is noted beneath the rich 
champagne-gray toning. Free of unduly bothersome abrasions, this 
sharply struck survivor belongs in a Gem quality type set. 

166 1876 MS 62 ANACS. Mottled crimson-champagne toning confirms 
the originality of this lightly marked, yet lustrous survivor. 

167 1886 MS 63 ANACS. The surfaces sparkle with frosty luster 
beneath delicate champagne iridescence.

186 1937-S MS 67 PCGS. The frosty, mark-free surfaces glisten with 
golden iridescence. 

187 1938-S MS 66 Full Bands PCGS. This is simply a gorgeous Mercury 
dime. The strike is razor sharp throughout and the frosty features are 
bathed in salmon-pink, golden-orange, and powder-blue iridescence.

A few isolated accents of charcoal 
and orange-gold color around the rims interrupt the otherwise gold¬ 
en-gray surfaces of this smooth Gem. 

189 1942/1 VF 30 PCGS. A problem-free representative of this popular 
overdate dime, the lightly patinated surfaces are free of mentionable 
abrasions. Evenly worn throughout with suitable definition for the 
grade. 

CERTIFIED PROOF MERCURY DIMES 

190 1939 PR 65 PCGS. Irregular olive iridescence overlays the other¬ 
wise silver-gray surfaces of this appreciably reflective Gem. 

191 1940 PR 66 NGC. This glassy Gem exhibits mottled golden-char¬ 
coal patina over both sides. There are, however, no distracting hair¬ 
lines or contact marks. 

CERTIFIED ROOSEVELT DIMES 

192 1951 -S MS 67 PCGS. The surfaces of this frosty example are free of 
both toning and detracting abrasions. 

193 1953-S MS 67 PCGS. With fulsome mint frost and nary a distraction 
to report, this coin is at the threshold of numismatic perfection. 

194 1954-S MS 67 PCGS. The frosty-white surfaces are smooth from 
rim to rim. 

195 1955-S MS 67 PCGS. The carefully preserved surfaces display a 
bright, fresh appearance. 

CERTIFIED TWENTY CENT PIECES 

196 1875—Cleaned—AN ACS. AU Details, Net XF 40. The reverse 
shows a subdued, tan-gray appearance, but the rich lavender-olive 
patina on the obverse is more original. A nicely defined example of 
this scarcer first-year issue. 

197 1876—Scratched, Cleaned—AN ACS. AU Details, Net VF 30. The 
noticeably impaired surfaces have retoned in irregular glossy-char¬ 
coal and cobalt shades. There are also numerous pinscratches 
throughout the obverse. 

CERTIFIED BUST QUARTERS 

198 1831 Small Letters MS 60 NGC. B-4, R.l. The untoned surfaces 
show a scuffy overall appearance. Noticeably prooflike with glassy 
fields, this is an important one-year type. 

199 1834 MS 64 NGC. B-4, R.l. A lovely, original coin, both sides are 
bathed in soft silver-gray patina with multicolored highlights around 
the rims. The richly frosted surfaces do not reveal any abrasions that 
would seem to preclude a full Gem grade. This piece represents an 
important bidding opportunity for the advanced collector who 
understands the high grade scarcity of this series. 

200 1835 AU 58 ANACS. B-la, R.l. This is a problem-free coin for the 
grade whose crisply detailed features are bathed in tan-gray toning. 
There are also brighter blue-green rim accents on both sides. 

CERTIFIED SEATED QUARTERS 

201 1840-0 Drapery XF 45 ANACS. Evenly worn with silver-gray and 
tan patina. Both sides are lightly abraded, as befits a circulated sil¬ 
ver coin. 

202 1856 MS 65 PCGS. Unlike the following two P-mint issues, the 
1856 is seldom offered in MS 65 condition. This is a colorful exam¬ 
ple whose surfaces combine swirls of powder-blue, pink, orange, 
and golden-gray coloration. The strike is free of criticism and the 
frosty surfaces do not reveal any distractions that would seem to rule 
out an even higher grade. Population: 8 in 65, 8 finer. 


203 1861 MS 64 NGC. The frosty surfaces of this sharply struck exam¬ 
ple glisten with soft golden-gray overtones. A popular issue among 
type collectors, the 1861 is the only readily available Seated quarter 
from the Civil War era. 

204 1877 MS 64 NGC. The thickly frosted, problem-free surfaces would 
do justice to any high quality type collection. Both sides are free of 
toning with a pleasing snow-white appearance. 

205 1889 MS 65 PCGS. The base color on both sides of this toned Gem 
is champagne-gray. The left obverse rim shows bright green-gold 
accents and the left reverse rim is awash in rainbow iridescence. The 
surfaces are typically lustrous for this carefully produced, low 
mintage (12,000 pieces) issue. 

206 1891 MS 64 PCGS. The frosty surfaces sparkle beneath the thin lay¬ 
ering of steel-lilac iridescence. With no noticeable bagmarks, this 
sharply struck coin has the look of a Gem. 

CERTIFIED PROOF SEATED QUARTERS 

207 1859 PR 62 ANACS. The bright surfaces sparkle beneath irregular 
olive-gold iridescence on the obverse. The reverse is more lightly 
patinated, but both sides display scattered grade-defining hairlines. 
This is a popular, scarce, and early proof issue. 

208 1875 PR 66 NGC. This is a beautifully toned Gem that shows rich 
charcoal-lavender color throughout. While the proof qualities are 
largely hidden from view, intense electric-blue undertones are visi¬ 
ble at select angles. According to Larry Briggs (1991), the 1875 is 
the scarcest of all 1870s and 1880s proof Seated quarter issues. Pop¬ 
ulation: 7 in 66, 4 finer. 

209 1878 PR 64 NGC. Delicate smoky-gold iridescence blankets the 
deeply mirrored, distraction-free surfaces. Given the elusiveness of 
the 1878 business strike, this proof should elicit solid bids from 
advanced Seated quarter specialists. 

210 1880 PR 64 NGC. Lightly toned with shimmering fields, the sur¬ 
faces do not reveal any bothersome disruptions. This is an appealing, 
sharply struck survivor from this low mintage (14,955 pieces) year 
in Seated quarter production. 

CERTIFIED BARBER QUARTERS 

211 1892 MS 61 ANACS. Doubled Die Reverse. Breen-4123. An unusu¬ 
ally toned piece, the obverse shows a crescent of electric-blue iri¬ 
descence before Liberty’s portrait. The reverse, on the other hand, 
displays dappled orange-pink overtones. 

212 1892 MS 63 ANACS. Doubled Die Reverse. Somewhat deficient in 
luster with cobalt and antique-gold peripheral toning that is notice¬ 
ably deeper on the reverse. There is faint doubling on the letters in 
QUARTER. 

213 1898 AU 58 NGC. Basically untoned with all the trappings of an 
Uncirculated coin except for the slightest break in luster on the por¬ 
trait. 

214 1907 MS 63 PCGS. The golden-gray patina is somewhat deeper on 
the reverse of this frosty example. Sharply struck and remarkably 
affordable for type purposes. 

215 1910 MS 64 NGC. The slate-gray surfaces display swirling cart¬ 
wheel effects and a thick, frosty texture. This is an attractive coin 
because of the lack of abrasions and the above average striking 
detail. 

216 1915 MS 64 NGC. The frosty surfaces are smooth and essentially 
untoned. This is a sharply struck, yet affordable near-Gem for type 
purposes. 

217 1915 MS 65 NGC. The otherwise silver-gray surfaces show dappled 
orange-russet rim toning on both sides. There are no mentionable 
distractions and the strike is razor sharp throughout. 
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CERTIFIED PROOF BARBER QUARTERS 

218 1899—Bent—ANACS. Proof, Net PR 50. Beautifully patinated in 
champagne shades with a noticeable indentation in the center of the 
obverse that results in a bulge in the corresponding area of the 

219 1904 PR 64 PCGS. This is an original near-Gem whose otherwise 
smoky-gray toning scheme yields to brilliance over the central 
obverse. The glassy fields are only evident at certain angles. 

CERTIFIED STANDING LIBERTY QUARTERS 

220 1917 Type One MS 65 Full Head PCGS. The fulsome mint frost 
radiates through the gorgeous antique-gold and crimson-russet ton¬ 
ing scheme. Both sides are typically well struck for this popular P- 


221 1919 MS 64 NGC. The otherwise razor sharp striking definition is 
just shy of a Full Head designation. Richly frosted with not even a 
whisper of patina. 

222 1919-D AU 58 ANACS. A suitable circulated representative of this 
low mintage (1.9 million pieces) D-mint issue, the surfaces are 
awash in golden-charcoal toning. The strike is typical for the issue, 
but all features are sharply defined with the exception of Liberty’s 
head. 

223 1924-D MS 65 PCGS. This lustrous Gem exhibits bold definition 
with the exception of characteristic striking softness over Liberty’s 
head. Mark-free and untoned. 


224 1924-S—Cleaned—ANACS. Unc Details, Net AU 50. Noticeably 
dull, the surfaces show even golden-gray coloration. The strike is 
uncommonly bold for an S-mint issue and this coin is temptingly 
close to a Full head designation. 

225 1926 MS 66 Full Head PCGS. The 1926 is certainly not the most 
difficult Standing Liberty quarter to locate with smooth, fully struck 
features. And even though MS 65 Full Head specimens are occa¬ 
sionally available, the present Gem is one of only eight examples to 
receive an MS 66 Full Head designation from PCGS. Neither Liber¬ 
ty’s head, the shield rivets, nor the eagle’s breast feathers are lacking 
in striking definition. Both sides are fully lustrous with only the 
faintest whisper of russet iridescence. Population: 8 in 66, 0 finer. 

226 1929-S MS 67 Full Head NGC. A conditionally scarce example, the 
otherwise brilliant features show dappled golden-tan iridescence 
over the right obverse. There are no noticeable blemishes and the 
devices display bold striking definition that includes razor sharp 
detail over Liberty’s head. NGC and PCGS combined report only 
eight examples at the present level with none finer. 

227 1930-S MS 66 Full Head NGC. The untoned surfaces exhibit ful¬ 
some frosty luster and pinpoint striking definition. A popular final- 
year issue, the 1930-S is also important for high quality type pur¬ 
poses. 

CERTIFIED WASHINGTON QUARTERS 

228 1932-S AU 50 ANACS. An important key date, this near-Mint 
example exhibits dusky-gray patina over lightly marked features. 
There are blushes of remaining luster throughout. 

229 1934 Doubled Die AU 55 ANACS. Die I. FS-009. The golden pati¬ 
nated surfaces display bold doubling on the motto IN GOD WE 
TRUST. The wear is confined to the highest features and there is 
ample remaining mint frost. 

CERTIFIED PROOF WASHINGTON QUARTER 

230 1950 PR 68 Cameo NGC. The untoned surfaces allow for full appre¬ 
ciation of the strongly contrasted features. 


CERTIFIED EARLY HALF DOLLAR 


1803 Large 3 VG 10 ANACS. 0-103, R.3. Both sides of this origi¬ 
nal example display outlined definition and rich lavender-gray ton¬ 
ing. There are a few small circulation marks on the obverse. 

CERTIFIED BUST HALF DOLLARS 


1807 Large Stars, 50 Over 20 VF 35 ANACS. 0-112, R.l. Although 
a bit softly struck on the design elements, the surfaces are minimal¬ 
ly abraded, and both sides are covered with attractive silver-gray and 
charcoal toning. A popular variety and a fme looking example. 

1807 Large Stars, 50 Over 20 AU 50 ANACS. 0-112, R.l. The sur¬ 
faces display a patchwork of lavender-gray, charcoal, and olive ton¬ 
ing. Although lightly circulated across the highpoints, the devices 
are sharply defined and neither side reveals any individually dis¬ 
tracting abrasions. 

1822 AU 58 NGC. 0-106, R.3. Ex: Eliasberg. Wonderfully original 
and problem-free for the grade, both sides show modest cartwheel 
effects. Lavender-gray patina dominates this coin’s outward appear¬ 
ance, but olive-russet shades cling to the devices. This coin would do 
justice to any high grade circulated collection. 

1824 AU 58 ANACS. 0-109, R.2. The smoky-gray toning deepens 
to blue-gray shades toward the denticles. The few scattered circula¬ 
tion marks do not inhibit one’s appreciation of the expertly centered, 
boldly defined features. The last digit in the date is boldly recut. 

1830 Small 0 XF 40 PCGS. 0-117, R.2. Well balanced, golden-gray 
surfaces with a few minor pinscratches to the left of the scroll on the 
reverse. 

1830 Large 0 MS 63 ANACS. 0-120, R. 1. The richly toned surfaces 
show lilac-gray shades that deepen to charcoal-olive color around 
the peripheries. Both sides are expertly centered with above average 
definition. With no bothersome abrasions, this is a premium quality 
coin for the grade. 

1833 AU 58 ANACS. 0-108, R.l. The rich antique-copper rim ton¬ 
ing lightens to golden shades over the centers. This is an uncom¬ 
monly well defined representative whose surfaces are free of men- 
tionable detractions. 

1836 Uttered Edge AU 58 ANACS. 0-117, R.3. This is an excep¬ 
tionally lustrous coin despite having seen light circulation. The sur¬ 
faces are bright and frosty beneath delicate golden iridescence. 
Sharp overall definition and relatively problem-free features round 
out this coin’s list of memorable attributes. 

CERTIFIED REEDED EDGE HALF DOLLARS 


1837 MS 64 PCGS. The only readily collectible issue of what is a 
distinct two-year type with the denomination spelled out as 50 
CENTS at the base of the reverse. The typical 1837 half dollar will 
display contact marks and/or subdued luster, often with inconsistent 
striking details at the borders. The present example, however, 
reveals swirling cartwheel luster beneath warm, antique-copper iri¬ 
descence. Powerfully struck, even the denticles and peripheral 
devices display ample evidence of the technological advancement 
that the steam press represented to the Philadelphia Mint. Popula¬ 
tion: 41 in 64, 19 finer. 

1838—Cleaned—ANACS. AU Details, Net XF 40. This is a not 
unattractive coin despite scattered hairlines. Both sides have retoned 
in pleasing olive-gray shades and the devices retain ample striking 
definition. An affordable coin for circulated type purposes. 

1839 MS 63 NGC. One of only two readily obtainable issues of this 
short-lived type, the 1839 Reeded Edge half dollar is, nonetheless, a 
scarce coin in all Mint State grades. This is a remarkably lustrous 
coin whose surfaces flaunt scintillating cartwheel effects. Delicate 
apricot-gold iridescence and relatively distraction-free surfaces 
gives this coin the eye appeal of a near-Gem. 
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CERTIFIED SEATED HALF DOLLARS 

243 1839 Drapery AU 58 ANACS. This is a richly toned survivor whose 
lightly marked surfaces display lavender-charcoal toning. The strike 
is typical of the issue. 

244 1840 Reverse of 1838 AU 55 NGC. Struck at the New Orleans Mint 
with a leftover die from the Reeded Edge type, this issue has always 
been popular among Seated specialists. An original coin, the obverse 
shows mottled olive-gray patina that yields to champagne-gray and 
electric-blue shades over the reverse. There are a few wispy abra¬ 
sions, none of which are individually detracting. 

245 1840-0 Large O AU 50 ANACS. WB-104. The minimally worn sur¬ 
faces show an untoned, silver-gray appearance. The softness of 
detail over the eagle’s neck feathers is due to insufficient striking 
detail. Lightly marked, yet problem-free for the grade. 

246 1842 Medium Date AU 55 ANACS. WB-106. A coin for the collec¬ 
tor who values originality, this boldly detailed specimen displays 
rich slate-gray and golden patina. The underlying surfaces reveal 
prooflike tendencies in the fields at certain angles, but close inspec¬ 
tion does not reveal any singularly detracting abrasions. 

247 1853 Arrows and Rays AU 58 NGC. This is an essentially untoned 
representative of this popular one-year type. There are a few scat¬ 
tered circulation marks and ample remaining mint frost. The reverse 
is rotated 15 degrees counterclockwise in relation to the obverse. 

248 1853-0 Arrows and Rays AU 50 NGC. Much scarcer than its P-mint 
counterpart in all grades, this is a richly toned, lavender-charcoal 
example. The wear is light and there are no noticeable blemishes. 

249 1855-0 Arrows—Cleaned—ANACS. Unc Details, Net AU 50. 
Heavily hairlined with irregular orange-russet patina. Suitably 
defined for a product of the New Orleans Mint. 

250 1855-0 Arrows AU 55 PCGS. Well struck in all areas and primarily 
silver-gray in color save for a spot below star 13. 

251 1858 AU 58 NGC. Mottled olive rim accents interrupt the otherwise 
silver-gray appearance of this minimally marked example. 

252 1863-S AU 58 ANACS. This is a lightly marked, yet nicely defined 
survivor of this heavily circulated S-mint issue. Both sides reveal 
modest cartwheel effects beneath competing swirls of lilac-gray, 
orange-russet, and olive-gold patina. 

253 1872-CC XF 45 ANACS. Chalky-gray and cobalt-blue colors com¬ 
pete for dominance on the reverse, but the former shade is clearly in 
the ascendancy on the obverse. The surfaces are somewhat muted in 
appearance, but there are no detracting features. One of only 
257,000 pieces produced and scarce in all grades. 

254 1873 Arrows MS 61 ANACS. Scattered abrasions and a somewhat 
glossy appearance seem to account for the grade. The surfaces are, 
however, bright and partially reflective despite dappled champagne- 
gray iridescence. An affordable coin for the type collector. 

255 1876-CC MS 63 NGC. The rich lavender-gray and golden-blue ton¬ 
ing scheme not only confirms this coin’s originality but also lessens 
the visual impact of the grade-defining abrasions. A popular CC- 
mint example with richly frosted, sharply defined features. 

256 1879 MS 62 Cameo NGC. An untoned, deeply prooflike example, 
the frosty devices float atop the watery fields. There are a few small 
abrasions scattered throughout and a milky-white toning spot above 
the H in HALF. One of only 4,800 business strikes produced. 

CERTIFIED PROOF SEATED HALF DOLLARS 


257 1859 PR 62 Cameo NGC. A scarce issue with an original mintage of 

only 800 pieces, this sharply struck example displays a thin veil of 
lilac iridescence over the obverse. The glassy fields show a few 
grade-defining hairlines, but there are no sizeable contact marks on 
either side. 


258 1864 PR 63 NGC. This is a remarkably attractive coin for the grade 
with deeply mirrored fields and warm golden-honey iridescence. A 
relatively affordable representative of an issue that is infrequently 
offered in business strike format. 

259 1876 PR 62 Cameo NGC. Typically hairlined for the grade with 
whispers of olive-gold patina around the peripheries. The devices 
are sharply struck and richly frosted. 

260 1882—Cleaned—ANACS. Proof, Net PR 55. The unnaturally 
glossy sheen and irregular tan-gold iridescence suggest that this coin 
was polished at one time. 

261 1884 PR 58 NGC. Deeply toned in olive-charcoal shades with light 
wear on the highpoints and scattered abrasions. The remaining proof 
qualities are hidden at all but a few select angles. 

262 1885 PR 62 Cameo NGC. Both sides exhibit pleasing olive-gold iri¬ 
descence that deepens toward the denticles. The stunning cameo 
contrast is, however, readily appreciable at all angles. The 1880s saw 
limited quarter and half dollar production at the Philadelphia Mint 
with business strike and proof survivors continually in demand by 
today’s collectors. 

CERTIFIED BARBER HALF DOLLARS 

263 1892 MS 63 NGC. The richly frosted, sharply struck surfaces are at 
the threshold of a near-Gem grade. This is a minimally marked 
Select representative of this popular first-year issue. 

264 1894 MS 64 NGC. Beautiful steel-lilac Iridescence blankets both 
sides of this lustrous near-Gem. Typically smooth for the grade with 
pinpoint striking detail. 

265 1894-0 AU 58 ANACS. The rich antique-copper toning on the 
obverse yields to lighter russet-gray shades over the reverse. Amply 
defined and relatively distraction-free, this is a suitable near-Mint 
representative of this conditionally challenging O-mint delivery. 

266 1894-S MS 61 ANACS. Noticeably lackluster, as befits the grade, 
with razor sharp striking detail. There are, however modest cart¬ 
wheel effects on both sides and the surfaces show only a few, well 
scattered bagmarks. This S-mint issue is seldom offered in any Mint 
State grade. 

267 1895-0—Cleaned—ANACS. Unc Details, Net AU 50. The dull, 
glossy appearance does not speak well for this coin’s originality. 
Both sides have retoned in chalky-gray shades that do not, however, 
detract from the uncommonly well produced features. 

268 1899-S MS 62 ANACS. Thickly toned in lavender-gray shades with 
muted luster quality and well concealed abrasions. Both sides dis¬ 
play pinpoint striking definition that is well above par for the series. 

269 1905 MS 62 ANACS. Untoned and lustrous with a few wispy abra¬ 
sions over the obverse. Suitable for BU type purposes. 

270 1907-D MS 63 PCGS. There are no individually mentionable dis¬ 
tractions on either side of this lightly toned, russet-gray example. 
Although predominantly satiny in appearance, the surfaces show 
modest cartwheel effects. 

271 1913-D MS 62 ANACS. Were it not for deficient luster quality, this 
minimally marked example would probably warrant a higher grade. 
Lightly patinated. 

272 1915-S MS 62 ANACS. This is a frosty coin for the grade whose 
surfaces are nicely impressed. There are a few scattered bagmarks, 
none of which are worthy of individual concern. 

CERTIFIED PROOF BARBER HALF DOLLARS 

273 1894 PR 62 ANACS. The proof qualities, as well as the grade-limit¬ 
ing hairlines, are largely concealed beneath the olive and lavender- 
gray toning. Brighter electric-blue and russet undertones are, how¬ 
ever, evident at certain angles. 
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274 1903 PR 63 PCGS. The proof qualities of the obverse, as well as the 

scattered hairlines, are muted by the smoky golden-tan patina. The 
reverse is both brighter and cleaner.

275 1921-S Fine 12 PCGS. The wear is even overall and there are rela¬ 
tively few circulation marks for the grade. With original slate-gray 
patina, this is a suitable representative of this low mintage (548,000 
pieces), key date issue. 

276 1927-S MS 62 ANACS. Dappled olive-russet rim accents decorate 
the otherwise muted, slate-gray surfaces. Although not complete, the 
strike is well above average for an S-mint Walker. 

277 1935-S MS 64 NGC. Uncommonly well produced for an S-mint 
issue with appreciable definition throughout. The lightly patinated, 
fully frosted surfaces have some claim to an even higher grade. 

278 1936-D MS 63 PCGS; 1940 MS 64; 1941 MS 64; 1942 MS 64; 
1942-D MS 63; 1943-D MS 65; 1944 MS 64; and a 1945 MS 63. All 
coins are PCGS certified with brilliant, lustrous surfaces. (Total: 8 


279 1936-S MS 64 PCGS. The golden toned surfaces display fulsome 
mint luster and average striking definition. This smooth coin would 
seem to suggest an MS 65 grade. 

280 1941 MS 66 PCGS. Both sides of this mark-free example blend 
together swirls of lavender-gray, golden-orange, and olive-green 
toning. 

281 1941 MS 67 NGC. A superlative Walker, both sides radiate swirling 
frosty luster. The lack of distractions allow for full appreciation of 
the pinpoint striking definition. This is an uncommonly attractive 
coin for the series. 

282 1941-S MS 64 PCGS. This is a richly frosted, untoned survivor of 
this semi-key S-mint issue. Typically struck, yet nearly mark-free. 

283 1941-S MS 65 PCGS. The key to the later-date Walkers, this frosty- 
white piece displays clean features that are indicative of the Gem 
grade. 


284 1942-D half dollar MS 64 PCGS, quite lustrous with subtle yellow- 
gold highlights; 1880-S dollar MS 63 Prooflike; 1882 dollar MS 64 
NGC, beautiful amber and blue-green toning; 1885 dollar MS 63 
Deep Mirror Prooflike PCGS; 1898-0 dollar MS 64 PCGS; and a 
1921-D dollar MS 64 PCGS. (Total: 6 coins) 

285 1942-S MS 64 PCGS. Were it not for hallmark striking softness over 
the central features, this frosty-white coin would probably qualify 
for an even higher grade. 

286 1943-S MS 65 NGC. Untoned and virtually without marks, with an 
intense, satiny sheen. 

287 1945-D MS 66 PCGS. The otherwise lilac-gray surfaces yield to 
areas of streaky brilliance over the lower obverse and upper reverse. 
Typically mark-free for the grade. 

288 1946 MS 65 NGC. The essentially untoned surfaces reveal above 
average striking definition over the focal features.

289 1937 PR 64 NGC. The uniformly reflective surfaces show delicate 

golden overtones and nearly pristine features.

290 1948-D MS 65 Full Bell Lines PCGS. The dusky-gold patina on the 

obverse yields to lavender-gray iridescence on the reverse. Sharply 
struck, as befits the grade. 


1949 MS 65 Full Bell Lines PCGS. The original mint luster is as 
radiant as the day this coin was produced despite light golden-gray 
iridescence. 

1949-D MS 64 Full Bell Lines PCGS. Sharply struck and frosty with 
delicate golden overtones. 

1949- D MS 65 Full Bell Lines PCGS. The crisply impressed sur¬ 
faces display dusky-gold patina that deepens to mottled russet 
shades before the obverse portrait. 

1950- D MS 65 Full Bell Lines PCGS. The otherwise brilliant sur¬ 
faces show a decided golden cast at certain angles. Both the strike 
and the surface preservation are indicative of the grade. 

1951- D MS 65 Full Bell Lines PCGS. Delicate silver-gray and 
orange patina envelops both sides of this boldly defined Gem. 

1951-S MS 66 Full Bell Lines PCGS. Among the finest representa¬ 
tives of this S-mint issue known to PCGS, this delicately patinated, 
lilac-gray example combines razor sharp striking definition and 
uncommonly smooth surfaces. Population: 22 in 66, 0 finer. 

1954-D MS 65 Full Bell Lines PCGS. Both sides of this frosty, well 
struck example are all but untoned in appearance. 

1958-D MS 65 Full Bell Lines PCGS. Smoky-gray patina and dap¬ 
pled crimson-olive iridescence decorate both sides of this original 
Gem.

1796 Small Date, Large Letters—Re-Engraved—ANACS. AU 
Details, Net XF 40. B-4, BB-61. We are fairly certain that the early 
Philadelphia Mint did not possess the technology to impart the feath¬ 
er definition that this coin displays. The golden-copper toning is also 
of questionable originality, but both sides are expertly centered and 
free of detracting adjustment marks and abrasions. 

CERTIFIED SEATED DOLLARS 


1842 AU 58 PCGS. This is an originally patinated, smoky-gray sur¬ 
vivor of this popular 1840s issue. The devices are suitably defined 
for the series and the toning scheme conceals most of the scattered 
circulation marks. A nice near-Mint type representative. 

1859- 0 MS 62 ANACS. Smoky-gray patina envelops both sides of 
this popular O-mint representative. There are scattered abrasions 
throughout, but the bright, satiny luster and suitable striking detail 
provide ample positive eye appeal. 

1860- 0 MS 60 NGC. With lightly toned, noticeably bagmarked sur¬ 
faces, this coin probably traces its origin to the Treasury Depart¬ 
ment’s release of O-mint Seated dollars in the 1960s. The strike is 
suitable for the issue and there are pleasing prooflike tendencies in 
the fields. 
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305 1871 MS 61 NGC. This richly toned example has the look of a con¬ 
siderably higher grade. The lilac-gray toning scheme allows for full 
appreciation of the brighter electric-blue and apricot undertones, but 
both sides are silent on the subject of distracting bagmarks. A find 
for the attentive bidder. 

CERTIFIED PROOF SEATED DOLLAR 

306 1859 PR 64 NGC. Of the 800 proof Seated dollars that the Philadel¬ 
phia Mint prepared in 1859, no more than 450 pieces found their 
way into collectors’ hands. As the anticipated public demand failed 
to materialize, the remaining pieces met their fate in the melting pot. 
Over the years, many of the distributed specimens have been mis¬ 
handled to one degree or another and lowered to less desirable states 
of preservation. 

The present specimen displays repunching on the base of die 1 
in the date. Only visible under a loupe, this feature is diagnostic of 
all proof 1859 dollars. Both the obverse and the reverse show rich 
antique-copper toning, but mottled electric-blue undertones are vis¬ 
ible at select angles. Modestly reflective and free of all but the most 
inconsequential distractions, the surfaces adequately support the 
respected PR 64 grade. Population: 32 in 64, 27 finer. 

CERTIFIED TRADE DOLLARS 


307 1874-S MS 62 NGC. An affordable coin for Mint State type purpos¬ 
es, this frosty example is typically abraded for the grade. There are 
mottled russet accents around the devices, but the balance of the sur¬ 
faces are brilliant. 

308 1877-S—Cleaned—ANACS. AU Details, Net XF 40. Both sides of 
this piece have been cleaned in a probable effort to lighten the char¬ 
coal toning that still adheres to the peripheral devices. Minimally 
worn, the surfaces are also relatively abrasion-free for a circulated 
silver coin of this size. 

309 1878-S MS 61 NGC. The lustrous surfaces display only small, well 
scattered abrasions. The crisply defined features and pleasing cart¬ 
wheel effects are readily appreciable despite smoky-tan iridescence.

310 1878-CC MS 61 PCGS. Untoned with scattered bagmarks and 
sharply defined features. A popular first-year CC-mint example. 

311 1878-S MS 65 NGC. This is a lightly toned, pristine representative 
of this popular first-year Morgan. The strike is typically strong for a 
product of the San Francisco Mint. 

312 1879-S MS 66 PCGS. Bright and prooflike on the obverse, the 
reverse displays uniformly frosted features. Powerfully impressed, 
as always, this is a gorgeous Gem representative of this second-year 
S-mint Morgan. 

313 1880-CC 8 Over High 7 MS 65 PCGS. The mottled, pale golden 
patina does not detract from the otherwise frosty-white appearance 
of both sides. With needle sharp definition and no mentionable 
blemishes, this is a beautiful Gem representative of this popular 
overdate Morgan. 

314 1880-S MS 66 NGC. The otherwise frosty-white surfaces show a 
crescent of intense golden-olive iridescence above Liberty’s portrait. 
Powerfully impressed with no noticeable detractions. 

315 1881 MS 65 NGC. The bold striking definition is typical of many 
early issues in the Morgan series. Untoned and frosty, the 1881 is 
relatively uncommon with Gem quality surfaces. 

316 1881-CC MS 66 NGC. This low mintage (296,000 pieces) Carson 
City Morgan is a perennial favorite of Gem quality collectors. The 
present example boasts frosty-white features that are free of even the 
most trivial distraction. Boldly impressed. 

317 1881-S MS 66 PCGS. The untoned surfaces readily reveal the rich 
endowment of mint frost and the sharp striking definition that has 
come to typify many 1881-S Morgan dollars. This carefully pre¬ 
served specimen is free of even the faintest patina. 
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318 1881-S MS 64 Deep Mirror Prooflike NGC. Untoned with modest 
contrast between the watery fields and the sharply struck devices. 

319 1882 MS 65 NGC. Lustrous and otherwise untoned, the surfaces 
reveal delicate golden rim accents on the obverse. Typically mark- 
free for the grade. 

320 1882-0 MS 65 NGC. Mottled orange-gold iridescence clings to the 
denticles on both sides of this otherwise frosty-white Gem. Rela¬ 
tively scarce at this level with nicely impressed features. 

321 1882-O/S Weak MS 65 NGC. VAM-5. Top 100 Variety. This sharply 
struck Gem shows bright crimson-orange and blue-gray peripheral 
iridescence on both sides. There are no individually mentionable 
bagmarks and the remnants of the undermintmark are visible under 
magnification. 

322 1883-CC MS 66 NGC. The light lilac iridescence that overlays both 
sides deepens to crimson-russet shades about the upper obverse and 
lower reverse periphery. With swirling cartwheel luster and no both¬ 
ersome bagmarks, this is a no-questions Gem. 

323 1883-CC MS 66 PCGS. The thickly frosted, untoned surfaces are 
free of even the most inconsequential distraction. 

324 1883-S MS 64 NGC. Since precious few of the San Francisco 
Mint’s 6,250,000 1883-dated silver dollars survived circulation and 
melting, the present near-Gem represents a fleeting opportunity for 
the advanced Morgan specialist. Both the hair over Liberty’s ear and 
the eagle’s breast feathers display pinpoint striking definition. The 
untoned, nearly pristine surfaces allow for full appreciation of the 
swirling mint luster. With no sizeable distractions, this is a premium 
q uali ty coin in terms of both technical and aesthetic appeal. 

325 1884 MS 66 NGC. All but unobtainable finer, this is a lustrous, 
sharply struck Morgan. Untoned with the exception of a powder- 
blue and orange-gold crescent that rests on top of the lower reverse 
denticles. 

326 1884-CC MS 64 PCGS. The nicely preserved surfaces are typically 
frosty for a CC-mint Morgan from the early 1880s. Untoned and 
powerfully struck. 

327 1884-CC MS 65 PCGS. Typically lustrous for the issue with snow- 
white features and sharp striking definition. 

328 1884-S AU 58 PCGS. This is a minimally abraded, lightly patmated 
representative of this legendary condition rarity. While the trivial rub 
across the highpoints confirms the near-Mint grade, the devices dis¬ 
play bold overall definition. 

329 1885 MS 66 PCGS. An intense crescent of orange-gold bag toning 
before Liberty’s portrait interrupts the otherwise frosty-white 
appearance of this smooth, sharply struck Morgan. 

330 1885-CC MS 65 PCGS. The snow-white surfaces are awash in mint 
frost. This boldly impressed coin would satisfy the desires of anyone 
looking for a smooth representative of this desirable low mintage 
(228,000 pieces) issue. 

331 1885-0 MS 66 PCGS. The frosty, lightly patinated surfaces are 
uncommonly well defined for a product of the New Orleans Mint. 

332 1886 MS 66 PCGS. The sparkling-white surfaces are smooth and 
typically attractive for the grade. Both sides display pinpoint strik¬ 
ing definition that elicits every last design element. 

333 1886-0 MS 63 PCGS. A solid Mint State example of this scarce 
New Orleans dollar, most of which apparently entered circulation or 
were later melted under the authority of the Pittman Act. The critical 
central devices are especially bold for the issue and both sides pre¬ 
sent a pleasing, satiny luster with just the slightest overlay of silver- 
gray patina on the reverse. 

334 1887 MS 66 PCGS. This is a flashy, high quality Morgan whose 
untoned surfaces glow with frosty luster. 

335 1887-0 MS 64 PCGS. There do not appear to be any abrasions that 
would bar this untoned example from a desirable full Gem grade. 
Uniformly frosted with moderate brightness in the fields. 
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336 1888 MS 65 PCGS. Untoned save for the slightest edging of golden 
color, with bright, shimmering luster. 

337 1888-0 MS 65 PCGS. Crescents of bag toning around the left 
peripheries on both sides interrupts the otherwise frosty-white 
appearance. The devices reveal above average detail for an O-mint 
silver dollar. 

338 1889-CC—Tooled, Whizzed—ANACS. VF Details, Net VG 8. 
Despite the rich endowment of lavender-gray toning, the surfaces 
readily reveal evidence of prior mishandling. Both sides are glossy 
and muted in overall appearance with moderate wear throughout. 
Still, the 1889-CC is one of the keys to this popular series. 

339 1889-S MS 63 PCGS. Somewhat baggy with noticeable prooflike 
tendencies in the fields. The obverse shows a decided golden cast at 
certain angles. 

340 1890 MS 64 PCGS. This is a nearly distraction-free example whose 
otherwise brilliant surfaces show mottled tan iridescence over the 
eagle’s left (facing) wing. 

341 1890-CC MS 63 ANACS. The freckled orange-gold iridescence is 
much more extensive on the obverse of this lustrous example. The 
surfaces are typically abraded for the grade, yet boldly defined. 

342 1890-CC MS 63 Deep Mirror Prooflike PCGS. This is a deeply 
cameoed example whose frosty devices display pinpoint striking 
definition. There are a few scattered abrasions on the obverse, but 
the untoned surfaces are free of individually mentionable detrac- 


343 1891 MS 64 PCGS. This is a relatively difficult issue to locate above 
the MS 63 level despite an original mintage of 8,694,206 pieces. The 
frosty surfaces of this near-Gem display sharply struck devices and 
a smooth, untoned appearance. 

344 1891-0 MS 63 PCGS. The lightly abraded surfaces display original 
mint luster and suitably, although not completely defined features. 

345 1891-S MS 64 Prooflike NGC. The frosty, sharply struck devices 
contrast nicely with the watery fields. Both sides are essentially 
untoned and there are no individually distracting bagmarks. 

346 1893-CC MS 63 PCGS. Reasonably well struck for this final-year 
Carson City issue, with bluntness on the central devices that is not 
nearly as severe as often seen. The surfaces display a sparkling, 
semi-prooflike finish in the fields and only a few scattered blemish¬ 
es. Trends: $4,250. 

347 1893-0 MS 63 PCGS. Untoned with shimmering mint luster that 
might even be described as semi-prooflike, and a much sharper 
strike in the centers than is often seen. Surface marks are basically 
light except for the less critical area to the right of the portrait where 
there is a heavier group of luster grazes. The eye appeal of this pop¬ 
ular, conditionally scarce O-mint is certainly well above what one 
normally encounters at the Select grade level. 

348 1893-S VF 20 ANACS. A relatively affordable representative of this 
key date issue, the surfaces show even overall wear. There are a few 
well scattered circulation marks, but the rich olive-charcoal toning 
scheme dominates this coin’s outward appearance. All major fea¬ 
tures are suitably defined for the grade. 

349 1894-0—Rim Filed—ANACS. Unc Details, Net AU 50. This is a 
rather well impressed coin for the issue with modest brightness in 
the fields. The obverse is ablaze with crimson-orange patina, but the 
reverse is untoned. Despite its impairment, this is a relatively abra¬ 
sion-free representative of this conditionally elusive issue. 

350 1894-0—Cleaned—ANACS. Unc Details, Net AU 55. The dull, 
lackluster surfaces have started to retone in olive-russet shades. Typ¬ 
ically struck, yet only minimally marked. 

351 1894-0 MS 62 PCGS. Few of the 1894-0 silver dollars that have 
survived from the original delivery of 1.7 million pieces qualify for 
a Mint State grade. Although somewhat baggy, as befits the grade, 
this is an important, lustrous coin that deserves the attention of the 
specialist. Both sides are lightly toned with delicate golden accents. 
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352 1894-0 MS 64 PCGS. This issue is one of the premier condition 
rarities in this widely pursued series. Writing in 1993, Bowers spec¬ 
ulated that only 250-500 examples are extant in MS 64. As NGC and 
PCGS combined report only 245 pieces in MS 64, it seems that the 
author’s estimate is too liberal in this instance. 

Although not fully struck, this is rather well defined coin for the 
issue. The striking softness is confined to only the highest points of 
the hair around Liberty’s ear and the eagle’s breast and leg feathers. 
Both sides are dripping with mint frost and, were it not for a few 
inconsequential bagmarks, the smooth surfaces would easily qualify 
for an even higher grade. Both major grading services report a mere 
six pieces above the present level, all of which grade MS 65. 

353 1895-0 AU 50 NGC. Originally, yet lightly patinated with scattered 
circulation marks. This is a minimally worn survivor of this condi¬ 
tionally challenging O-mint issue. 

354 1895-0 AU 55 PCGS. One of a mere 450,000 pieces produced, this 
lightly worn survivor is free of individually mentionable abrasions. 
Both sides are essentially untoned with considerable remaining lus¬ 
ter. The overall definition is remarkably bold for both the issue and 
the grade. 

355 1896 MS 64 Deep Mirror Prooflike PCGS. The uniformly finished 
surfaces display deep reflectivity despite hazy-gray overtones. 

356 1896-0 AU 55 ANACS. A few speckles of orange-tan toning are 
noted over the lower obverse, but the moderately abraded surfaces 
are essentially brilliant. The ‘96-0 is one of the more conditionally 
elusive issues in this popular series. 

357 1897-0 MS 62 PCGS. Uncommonly well produced for the New 
Orleans Mint, this lustrous example shows typically bagmarked sur¬ 
faces for the grade. The features are essentially brilliant-white in 
appearance. Despite a sizeable original mintage of 4,004,000 pieces, 
the ‘97-0 is a conditionally elusive issue that is infrequently offered 
in any Mint State grade. 

358 1897-S MS 64 PCGS. Nearly untoned with problem-free, crisply 
defined surfaces. 

359 1898 MS 65 PCGS. Bright and lustrous with pinpoint striking detail 
and clean surfaces. 

360 1899 MS 65 NGC. Beautiful champagne iridescence blankets both 
sides and accents the clean, powerfully impressed surfaces. Fully 
lustrous and elusive any finer. 

361 1899 MS 64 Prooflike NGC. Modestly cameoed with untoned sur¬ 
faces and powerfully struck devices. 

362 1899-S MS 64 PCGS. This powerfully impressed survivor boasts 
carefully preserved surfaces that are knocking on the door of a Gem 
grade. The light golden patina does not inhibit the intense, swirling 
mint luster. 

363 1900-0 MS 66 NGC. There are no bothersome abrasions on either 
side of this sharply struck Gem. Lightly toned in golden-gray irides¬ 
cence with scintillating mint frost. 

364 1900-0/CC MS 64 PCGS. An ever-popular overmintmark variety, 
the present example displays frosty surfaces with mottled orange- 
olive peripheral toning. Suitably struck for the issue with no indi¬ 
vidually distracting bagmarks. 
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365 1900-S MS 64 NGC. The dusky-gray patina does not inhibit one’s 382 
appreciation of either the sharp striking definition or the carefully 
preserved surfaces. 

366 1901—Whizzed—AN ACS. AU Details, Net XF 40. This coin was 
whizzed in a probable effort to obtain a coveted Mint State designa- 383 
tion. Instead, the unnaturally bright surfaces have resulted in a lower 
net grade. Both sides show few circulation marks and delicate gold¬ 
en overtones. 

367 1901 AU 58 NGC. The untoned surfaces are the lightest mb away 
from a Mint State grade. Minimally abraded for a circulated silver 
coin of this size. 

368 1901 MS 61 NGC. This coin was previously offered as lot 5404 in 
our 2000 Central States Sale, where it was cataloged as: “This is a 
relatively attractive coin for the grade whose somewhat muted, 
frosty-white surfaces show few distracting abrasions. Nicely struck 
and elusive above the AU level.” 

369 1901 -O MS 65 PCGS. The mottled olive-gray toning on the obverse 
is largely confined to the periphery on the reverse. Both sides are 
equally lustrous and there are multicolored undertones beneath the 
dominant colors. 

370 1901-S MS 62 NGC. Lustrous and lightly toned, this is an affordable 
Mint State survivor of this conditionally challenging S-naut deliv¬ 
ery. 

371 1901-S MS 65 PCGS. Relatively common in lower grades, the cer¬ 
tified population of the ‘01-S drops off rapidly above the MS 64 
level. This is a no-questions Gem whose lustrous surfaces are free of 
bothersome abrasions. The bold strike is above average for die series 
and both sides display a fresh, lightly patinated appearance, 

372 1901-S MS 65 NGC. Expertly preserved examples of this S-mint 
dollar are anything but common relative to the growing number of 
collectors who specialize in Gem quality Morgans. Untoned and 
bright, this frosty specimen displays sharp definition throughout. 

Both sides are equally free of distracting surface abrasions This is a 
lovely coin that belongs in the finest silver dollar collection. 

373 1902-0 MS 65 PCGS. There are a few speckled toning spots and 
dusky-tan iridescence on the reverse, but the obverse is frosty-white 
throughout. The carefully preserved surfaces are uncommonly well 
defined for an O-mint issue. 

374 1902-S MS 64 PCGS. This is a sharply struck, nearly pristine sur¬ 
vivor of this conditionally challenging S-mint issue. The frosty- 
white surfaces are free of even the faintest patina. 

375 1903-0 MS 65 NGC. Satiny in texture with attractive cartwheel 
effects, the smooth surfaces are indicative of the grade. Uncommon¬ 
ly well defined for the New Orleans Mint. 

376 1921-D MS 65 NGC. Dappled russet-blue peripheral toning frames 
the boldly defined, frosty-white centers. Typically clean for the 
grade. 

CERTIFIED PEACE DOLLARS 


377 1921 MS 64 PCGS. Although not complete, the strike is above aver¬ 
age for the series. There are no noticeable distractions and both sides 
are richly toned in antique-copper and shades. 

378 1922-D MS 65 NGC. Typically struck, yet lustrous and essentially 
distraction-free. Mottled russet rim accents are noted on both sides. 

379 1922-D MS 66 NGC. A one-in-a-thousand example of this first-year 
Denver issue, with abundant luster that shimmers over pristine sur¬ 
faces. The obverse is attractively coated in a delicate layer of mot¬ 
tled golden and lilac hues. Only the obligatory die cracks on the 
obverse tip off this remarkable coin’s D-mint origins. 

380 1923-D MS 64 NGC. Freckled olive-russet iridescence blankets the 
sharply struck surfaces of this lustrous near-Gem. 

381 1925-S MS 63 NGC. Dappled lavender-gray and olive-tan toning 
confirms the originality of this lustrous example. 


1925-S MS 64 PCGS. All but unknown finer, this is a remarkably 
attractive 1925-S dollar despite characteristic softness of strike oyer 
the central features. The untoned surfaces allow for full appreciation 
of the satiny, minimally marked features. 

1926 MS 64 AN ACS. VAM-1. The smoky-gold toning is somewhat 
brighter over the obverse of this frosty example. Quite well defined 
for the series. 

1927 MS 65 ANACS. VAM-1. The frosty-white surfaces are free of 
even the most inconsequential distraction. The striking definition is 
relatively bold and the eye appeal is indicative of the Gem grade. 
This P-mint issue boasts a limited original mintage of 848,000 
pieces. 

385 1927-D MS 64 PCGS. The smooth, lustrous surfaces of this piece 
are knocking on the door of a Gem grade. The strike is free of criti¬ 
cism and both sides are delicately patinated in champagne-lilac hues. 

386 1935-S MS 63 NGC. The fully frosted surfaces exhibit only a few 
wispy abrasions in the reverse field. With above average striking 
detail for an S-mint issue, this final-year example has the look of a 
near-Gem.

This is an attrac¬ 
tive coin that displays original green-gold color and swirling luster 
effects. Uncommonly smooth for the issue with sharply struck fea¬ 
tures. 

389 1903 Louisiana Purchase/McKinley MS 62 PCGS. Remarkably 
clean for the grade with attractive crimson-gold coloration. Slight 
muting of the luster seems to account for the grade. 

390 1915-S Panama-Pacific Gold Dollar MS 62 PCGS. Somewhat lack¬ 
luster, yet minimally marked with rich green-gold coloration. This is 
a relatively attractive coin for the grade. 

391 1926 Sesquicentennial MS 61 PCGS. Subdued luster, rather than 
excessive bagmarks, seems to account for the grade. The otherwise 
green-gold color yields to intense orange-gold overtones at certain 
angles. 

CERTIFIED GOLD DOLLARS 

392 1849 No L MS 62 NGC. Remarkably mark-free for the grade, the 
surfaces show original green-gold and orange-gold coloration. This 
is a sharply struck survivor of this one-year type. 

393 1849-0 MS 62 PCGS. With an original mintage of 215,000 pieces 
and a poor rate of survival, it is little wonder that this O-mint issue 
is scarce in all Mint State grades. Considerably more expensive 
above the present level, this green-gold survivor shows minimally 
marked features for the grade. The reverse is somewhat softly 
impressed, but all devices are suitably defined for the New Orleans 
Mint. 

394 1852 MS 62 NGC. A relatively attractive, yet affordable coin, both 
sides display pleasing luster quality. Minimally marked for the grade 
with rich orange-gold overtones. 

395 1853 MS 62 NGC. Somewhat lackluster, yet nearly abrasion-free 
with crisp striking detail. This is an affordable coin for Mint State 
type purposes. 
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396 1854 Type Two MS 63 NGC. A legendary issue among high quali¬ 
ty type collectors, the 1854 Type Two gold dollar is always in 
demand even in problem-free AU condition. This is a lovely Select 
representative whose orange-gold features are remarkably abrasion- 
free for the grade. The luster is, however, somewhat subdued, but the 
overall eye appeal is still superior for the grade as well as the issue. 
Characteristic clashmarks (as struck) are noted in the reverse field. 
This coin would fit comfortably into any advanced gold collection. 

397 1856 Slanted 5 MS 64 NGC. Frosty and smooth, the orange-gold 
surfaces have the look of a Gem. This is an attractive, yet curiously 
affordable coin for high quality type purposes. 

398 1857-C—Bent—ANACS. AU Details, Net XF 40. One of the more 
common Type Three gold dollars from the Charlotte Mint, this min¬ 
imally worn example displays relatively bold striking definition for 
the issue. The surfaces are free of all but a few small abrasions and 
the rich, original color is orange-gold in hue. The bend is not readi¬ 
ly evident and, as a result, this is an affordable, yet attractive coin for 
the attentive bidder. 

399 1865 MS 62 PCGS. A scarce Civil War issue, the 1865 combines a 
limited original mintage (3,700 business strikes) with a high rate of 
melting. The scattered abrasions include a noticeable pinscratch over 
the central obverse. Both sides are orange-gold in color with attrac¬ 
tive prooflike tendencies in the fields. 

400 1873 Open 3 MS 64 PCGS. A lustrous Type Three representative 
that is tinted in reddish-golden hues and shows noticeable die clash¬ 
ing on both sides. 

401 1879 MS 66 NGC. This low mintage (3,000 pieces) gold dollar is 
relatively obtainable in grades up to and including MS 65. The pre¬ 
sent Gem, however, is in select company at the MS 66 level. The 
golden-rose surfaces glow with crisply defined devices and moder¬ 
ately prooflike fields. Sharply struck and distraction-free, this coin is 
bettered by only three pieces at both major grading services. Popu¬ 
lation: 13 in 66, only 1 finer. 

CERTIFIED LIBERTY QUARTER EAGLES 

402 1853 MS 62 PCGS. The only readily obtainable P-mint quarter eagle 
delivered prior to 1861, this orange-gold representative would fit 
comfortably into any Uncirculated type set. The otherwise sharp 
striking detail wanes noticeably over the eagle’s left (facing) leg 
feathers. Lustrous with relatively few distractions for the grade. 

403 1858 MS 64 PCGS. A scarcer coin than one might think given the 
respectable mintage of 47,377 pieces, the 1858 is especially elusive 
in Mint State condition. This piece is virtually fully struck, but the 
eagle’s left (facing) leg feathers are somewhat softly defined. The 
uniformly frosted surfaces show pleasing golden-rose coloration and 
modest brightness in the fields. A swath of lilac colored haziness 
around the lower left reverse periphery is noted for accuracy. Essen¬ 
tially abrasion-free, this coin is certainly premium quality for the 
grade. Population: 8 in 64, only 1 finer. 

404 1862-S—Cleaned—ANACS. VF Details, Net Fine 12. The moder¬ 
ately worn surfaces display a muted, tan-gold appearance that does 
not speak well for this coin’s originality. There are, however, no 
unduly bothersome abrasions. This coin is one of perhaps fifty 1862- 
S quarter eagles that are extant out of a limited original mintage of 
8,000 pieces. 

405 1873-S XF 45 NGC. Light in color with the usual softness on the 
eagle’s neck and leg feathers. 

406 1873-S AU 50 NGC. This coin was previously offered as lot 384 in 
our Central States Bullet Auction, where it was described as: “Sur¬ 
vivors of this low mintage (27,000 pieces) S-mint issue are scarce to 
rare in all grades. This is a lightly worn, yet desirable coin whose 
surfaces show rich crimson-gold patination. Relatively clean for a 
circulated gold coin with crisp overall definition.” Trends $1,100. 

407 1902 MS 64 NGC. There do not appear to be any abrasions that 
would bar this lustrous example from an even higher grade. 

408 1903 MS 64 PCGS. Extremely lustrous with subtle olive highlights 
and only a few minor blemishes in the reverse fields. 
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409 1904 MS 63 NGC. There are only a few wispy abrasions on both 
sides of this lustrous, original example. 

410 1904 MS 64 PCGS. With swirling luster effects and pristine sur¬ 
faces, this orange-gold specimen has the look of a Gem. 

411 1906 MS 64 NGC. The satiny surfaces of this orange-gold example 
have legitimate claim to an even higher grade. Sharply struck, as 
always, with crisply defined devices. 

412 1907 MS 63 NGC. Sharply struck with no individually mentionable 
distractions. 

CERTIFIED INDIAN QUARTER EAGLES 

413 1908 MS 63 NGC. Olive-gold in color, the surfaces display uncom¬ 
monly bold striking definition over the Indian’s headdress. Some¬ 
what lackluster, yet minimally abraded. 

414 1908 MS 64 PCGS. This Choice first-year issue is boldly detailed on 
the obverse, but exhibits more than the usual softness on the upper 
portion of the eagle’s wing. 

415 1908 MS 66 PCGS. Superb, soft luster with touches of orange ton¬ 
ing and impeccably clean surfaces. The strike exhibits just a hint of 
softness on the upper part of the eagle’s wing that is visible to some 
extent on all 1908 quarter eagles. One could search for many yean 
and not find a finer example of this popular first-year issue. 

416 1909 MS 62 NGC. A relatively attractive coin for the grade, the 
muted honey-gold appearance confirms the grade. 

417 1909 MS 64 PCGS. Richly colored with no unsightly blemishes and 
excellent sharpness in all areas. 

418 1910 MS 63 NGC. Orange-gold in color, the surfaces are relatively 
distraction-free for the grade. 

419 1911 MS 64 PCGS. Light in color with clean, satiny surfaces that are 
accented in subtle orange shades. 

420 1911 -D MS 61 NGC. This D-mint issue saw widespread circulation 
despite a limited original mintage of only 55,600 pieces. An under¬ 
standably scarce coin in all Mint State grades, the present BU sur¬ 
vivor is free of all but a few wispy abrasions. Both sides are honey- 
gold in color with above average striking definition for the series. 
Although somewhat lackluster, this coin would be a worthwhile 
addition to any Mint State gold collection. 

421 1912 MS 64 PCGS. Deeply lustrous with blushes of delicate orange 
patina here and there, being just a few pinpoint facial marks from a 
possible Gem rating. 

422 1913 MS 62 PCGS. Golden-rose in color with a few wispy abrasions 
in the reverse field. 

423 1913 MS 64 PCGS. Very well defined with especially choice sur¬ 
faces save for a curved mark behind the eagle’s head. 

424 1914 MS 63 NGC. The frosty surfaces show pleasing golden-rose 
color and suitable striking detail. 
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425 1914-D MS 63 NGC. Ahright and remarkably lustrous example for 
the grade, only a few wispy abrasions in the reverse field limit the 
grade. 

426 1915 MS 63 NGC. Frosty in texture, the surfaces are uncommonly 
well defined for the series with a few minimally distracting abra¬ 
sions. 

427 1915 MS 64 PCGS. Quite frosty with blushes of orange patina that 
tend to gather in the recessed areas. 

428 1925-D MS 64 PCGS. A clean, fully lustrous example that exhibits 
a touch of softness on the headdress and a more notable deficiency 
on the eagle’s wing and leg feathers. 

429 1926 MS 64 PCGS. May well struck with an appealing, frosty 
appearance, being removed from Gem status by a few minor marks 
on the headdress. 

430 1926 MS 64 NGC. This is a bright example whose surfaces boast 
scintillating mint frost and needle sharp striking detail. 

431 1928 MS 64 NGC. A bright, shimmering example that comes bold¬ 
ly defined and is only a few minor blemishes from Gem quality. 

432 1929 MS 62 NGC. This final-year example shows pleasing cham¬ 
pagne-gold coloration and relatively few abrasions for the grade. 

433 1929 MS 64 PCGS. A bright, frosty example with a couple small 
cuts on the portrait that come into focus only under light magnifica¬ 
tion. 

CERTIFIED THREE DOLLAR GOLD PIECES 


434 1855-S AU 58 PCGS. The first of only five S-mint issues in this 
series, the 1855-S boasts an original mintage of only 6,000 pieces. 
Most of these coins wore lost to circulation, and scholars estimate 
that no more than 95 examples have survived in all grades. While the 
typically encountered representative is apt to grade VF or XF, the 
present specimen is one of only eight pieces believed extant in About 
Uncirculated. The golden-rose surfaces sparkle with frosty luster. 
The fields are moderately bright at certain angles and the striking 
definition is bold throughout. With no individually mentionable dis¬ 
tractions, this coin desaves a carefully considered bid. Both major 
grading services combined report only three examples in all Mint 
State grades. 

435 1856-S AU 53 NGC. Despite its status as the least scarce S-mint 
three dollar gold piece, the ‘56-S is a condition rarity of significant 
proportions above the XF level. A problem-free AU representative, 
the lightly worn surfaces show modest brightness in the fields. All 
features are suitably defined and the golden-rose surfaces show no 
more than the expected number of wispy abrasions for a circulated 
gold coin. An important bidding opportunity for the gold specialist. 

CERTIFIED EARLY HALF EAGLE 


436 1800 MS 61 PCGS. B 1-B, Miller-42, R.4. Among the more com¬ 

mon early half eagles, the 1800 is, however, scarce in comparison to 
the number of high quality type collectors in today’s hobby. The bold 
striking detail that characterizes most example of this issue has not 
been lost on this attractive piece. The scattered grade-defining abra¬ 
sions do not inhibit cane's appreciation of the moderately prooflike, 
green-gold surfaces. A remarkably attractive coin for the grade and 
a find for the specialist who cherishes originality. 

CERTIFIED CLASSIC HALF EAGLE 


437 1838 AU 50 PCGS. A lovely coin for high grade circulated type pur¬ 

poses, the orange-gold features are remarkably free of sizeable dis¬ 
tractions for the grade. Both sides are boldly detailed with hints of 
mint luster in the protected areas. 





CERTIFIED LIBERTY HALF EAGLES 

1840-D Narrow Mill XF 40 PCGS. The first of the Liberty half 
eagles to display the D mintmark on the reverse, the 1840-D is an 
underrated issue with a surviving population of fewer than 95 coins. 
Since most of these pieces display wear that rules out grades above 
the VF level, this problem-free Extremely Fine representative should 
be of obvious importance to gold specialists. Both sides show rich, 
original orange-green coloration and no unduly bothersome abra¬ 
sions. The strike is typical of the issue, but all features are readily 
evident 

1842 Large Letters AU 58 NGC. Until the publication of Akers’ 
research, the 1842 Large Letters was believed to be more common 
than its Small Letters counterpart. Today, however, numismatic 
scholars correctly recognize that fewer of the 27,578 half eagles 
delivered by the Philadelphia Mint in 1842 were struck with the 
Large Letters reverse. The present near-Mint representative displays 
razor sharp striking definition and bright, green-gold surfaces. There 
are modest prooflike tendencies in the fields and scattered circula¬ 
tion marks. A small abrasion behind Liberty’s mouth is, however, the 
only suitable pedigree marker. Both major grading services report 
only three examples in AU 58 with a scant two Mint State pieces 
finer. 

1844- D—Cleaned—ANACS AU Details, Net XF 40. This is an 
uncommonly well produced half eagle for the Dahlonega Mint. The 
definition is bold throughout and, although somewhat subdued, the 
green-gold surfaces retain considerable eye appeal. One of only 
88,900 pieces produced and an important bidding opportunity for the 
attentive collector. 

1845- D XF 45 PCGS. Similar in rarity to the 1844-D, the 1845-D 
has a surviving population of 150-160 pieces. Most of these coins 
grade either VF or XF. The relatively attractive, green-gold surfaces 
of this specimen do not reveal any individually bothersome circula¬ 
tion marks. With ample remaining detail, this coin has some claim to 
an AU grade. One of only 90,629 pieces produced. 

1861 AU 58 NGC. The bright, moderately prooflike fields show a 
scuffy overall appearance. The 1861 is the only easily obtainable 
half eagle from the Civil War. 

1868 AU 55 NGC. An elusive With Motto half eagle in any grade, 
one of just 5,700 pieces struck. As an issue, the 1868 is equally as 
elusive as the 1866 and die 1867. Since VF and XF examples are the 
most often encountered survivors in today’s market, this near-Mint 
representative should cause quite a stir among advanced specialists. 
Both sides of this glittering, modestly abraded example reveal an 
inherent prooflikeness about the devices. Population: 5 in 55, 10 
finer. Trends: $5,750 in AU 50, $12,000 in MS 60. 

1873-S XF 40 ANACS. Akers states that of the 31,000 half eagles 
delivered by the San Francisco Mint in 1873, precious few have sur¬ 
vived in all grades. He goes on to assert that the most often encoun¬ 
tered grade among survivors is Fine or VF. With ample remaining 
definition and relatively few abrasions, this is an important XF rep¬ 
resentative. Crimson-gold in color, the surfaces show modest bright¬ 
ness in the fields at certain angles. Similar in rarity to the 1870-S, the 
1873-S is more difficult to locate than the 1868-S, 1869-S, 1871-S, 
and 1872-S. 

1879—Cleaned—ANACS. Unc Details, Net AU 50. Unnaturally 
glossy with no sizeable distractions. 

1879-S MS 63 NGC. A scarcer issue in all grades and particularly 
elusive in Mint State, the 1879-S was apparently not saved in sig¬ 
nificant numbers at the time of issue. This is a fully struck example 
with an abundance of deep reddish-orange color over each side. The 
surfaces are typically abraded for the grade, but the luster is thick 
and frosty. Population: 9 in 63, only 7 finer. 

1880 MS 65 PCGS. Relatively available in lower grades, the pre¬ 
sent specimen is one of only 15 Gem quality examples known to 
both NGC and PCGS. This is a suitably produced coin with appre¬ 
ciable striking definition and rich, swirling luster. There is not a sin¬ 
gle distracting abrasion on the pink-gold surfaces. 
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448 1882 MS 65 NGC. A conditionally rare offering, this satiny Gem is 
awash in yellow-gold patination. The bold strike is free of criticism 
and there are no noticeable abrasions. A few well concealed alloy 
spots along the lower reverse rim are noted solely for accuracy. Pop¬ 
ulation: 9 in 65, only 1 finer. 

449 1884 MS 63 PCGS. A scarcer issue than the 1883, the 1884 is 
nowhere near as common as many collectors assume. In fact, the 
1884 is second only to the 1889 for top condition rarity honors 
among P-mint half eagles from the 1880s. Among the finest certified 
survivors, this Select BU representative displays no more than the 
expected number of small abrasions for the grade. Both sides are 
intensely lustrous and the boldly impressed features are draped in 
original coloration. Population: 9 in 63, only 2 finer. 

450 1885-S MS 65 NGC. Infrequently offered at the present level, this 
is an uncommonly attractive coin for the issue. The crimson-gold 
surfaces display needle sharp detail, satiny texture, and intense cart¬ 
wheel effects. Both sides are remarkably clean and, as such, this coin 
has legitimate claim to an even higher grade. 

451 1887-S MS 63 NGC. The lustrous, orange-gold surfaces reveal no 
more than the expected number of small abrasions for the grade. 

452 1890-CC MS 63 NGC. After only the 1891-CC and the 1893-CC, 
this issue is the least difficult half eagle produced at the Carson City 
Mint to locate in Mint State. Many of the 65-75 extant examples, 
however, grade no higher than MS 62. A problem-free and original 
Select representative, this crimson-gold piece is free of sizeable dis¬ 
tractions. The strike is sharp, although not complete, and both sides 
show frosty luster quality. 

453 1891-CC MS 62 NGC. A relatively affordable Mint State CC-mint 
half eagle, this bright example is awash in yellow-gold coloration. 
Both sides are expectantly abraded, yet richly frosted. 

454 1891-CC MS 63 NGC. As one of the more common CC-mint half 
eagles, the 1891-CC is a favorite issue of high quality type collec¬ 
tors. This is a lightly marked, yet uncommonly smooth coin for the 
issue. Crisply struck, as always, and frosty in texture, this is an 
attractive Select survivor. 

455 1892-S MS 61 NGC. Lightly abraded, yet rather lustrous for the 
grade. This is a typically struck Uncirculated survivor of this condi¬ 
tionally elusive S-mint issue. 

456 1894 MS 64 PCGS. Uncommonly well preserved for this otherwise 
readily obtainable issue, the pink-gold surfaces are as fresh as the 
day this coin left the Mint. There are no readily evident bagmarks 
and the striking definition is razor sharp throughout. Fully lustrous, 
as defines the grade. 

457 1895 MS 62 PCGS. Somewhat lackluster on the obverse with pleas¬ 
ing golden-rose color throughout. 

458 1895 MS 63 PCGS. The originally colored, golden-rose surfaces are 
sharply shuck and only lightly abraded. 

459 1895 MS 64 NGC. Bright and satiny except for some patchy verdi¬ 
gris along the upper reverse border, being very well defined in all 
areas. 

460 1895-S AU 53 NGC. A lustrous, minimally abraded example of one 
of the more difficult half eagles from the final decade of the 19th 
century. 

461 1896 MS 63 NGC. One of only 59,063 pieces produced, this sharply 
struck specimen is uncommonly lustrous for the grade. A few bag- 
marks on the obverse seem to preclude a higher grade. 

462 1900 MS 63 NGC. With radiant cartwheel luster and relatively 
smooth surfaces, this sharply struck example has the look of a near- 
Gem. 

463 1900 MS 64 NGC. A few wispy abrasions bar this otherwise smooth, 
frosty coin from a full Gem grade. 

464 1903-S MS 63 NGC. Free of sizeable distractions, the orange-gold 
surfaces glow with mint frost 


465 1903-S MS 63 PCGS. Remarkably smooth for the grade with bright, 
orange-gold coloration. 

466 1904 MS 63 NGC. Both sides are free of individually mentionable 
distractions. Lustrous and crisply struck. 

467 1905 MS 62 PCGS. Rich green-gold coloration confirms the origi¬ 
nality of this seemingly conservatively graded example. An alloy 
spot is noted about the reverse rim before the F in FIVE. 

468 1906-D MS 64 NGC. A bit softly struck over the central features, yet 
smooth and nearly Gem in quality. 

469 1906-S AU 58 PCGS. Nearly fully lustrous with bold overall defin¬ 
ition and relatively few abrasions. 

470 1907-D MS 64 PCGS. Blushes of orange patina over satiny surfaces 
that are clearly finer than the typical Uncirculated survivor of this 
second-year Denver issue. 

471 1908 MS 63 PCGS. The satiny surfaces show no more than the 
expected number of small bagmarks for the grade. 

472 1908 MS 64 NGC. The bright, lustrous surfaces exhibit pinpoint 
striking detail throughout. Both sides are smooth with the exception 
of a few trivial abrasions on the obverse. 

CERTIFIED INDIAN HALF EAGLES 


473 1908 MS 65 NGC. Boldly defined with outstanding mint bloom 
beneath a blush of orange toning. No significant distractions are evi¬ 
dent and this specimen’s place in the Gem category is quite secure. 
While the most available Indian half eagle in MS 65 and finer con¬ 
ditions, the 1908 is, nonetheless, a rarity at this level, as are all Indi¬ 
an five dollar pieces, and its status as the first year of issue adds an 
extra ingredient to the popularity mix. 

474 1908-S MS 66 PCGS. Always a popular coin because of its low 
mintage and first year of issue status, the ‘08-S is not as elusive in 
the upper reaches of Mint State as the mintage of 82,000 pieces and 
the rarity of subsequent S-mints might indicate. That aside, the 
1908-S five dollar Indian offered here is, nonetheless, an extraordi¬ 
nary coin. The satiny luster is unbelievably vibrant and basically 
undisturbed by contact with other coins. Both sides show a lovely 
pinkish-orange and lilac coloration that screams originality. On the 
reverse, there are also light copper stains on the eagle’s wing and 
back leg. Population: 13 in 66, 5 finer. 

475 1909-D MS 62 PCGS. The golden-rose surfaces are at the threshold 
of a Select grade. With boldly impressed features and no sizeable 
bagmarks, this coin belongs in a Mint State type set. 

476 1909-D MS 63 NGC. A lustrous example of this popular and cur- 
rently-affordable gold type coin, with clusters of small marks on 
each side that do not appreciably detract. 

477 1910 AU 58 NGC. Minimally worn with no unduly bothersome 
abrasions and original tan-gold patina. 

478 1910 MS 62 PCGS. The olive-gold surfaces are typically abraded 
for the MS 62 level. Both sides display sufficiently bold striking 
detail and moderately bright luster quality. 

479 1911 MS 64 PCGS. Among the more common Indian Head half 
eagles, the 1911 is, nevertheless, a coveted coin in grades above MS 
63. The strike is free of criticism and both the fields and the devices 
are free from sizeable abrasions. Orange-gold and champagne-pink 
colors blanket the surfaces and add memorable eye appeal to the 
already important technical superiority. 

480 1911-S AU 53 NGC. Very well struck with patchy gray overtones 
and a minimum of surface marks. 

481 1911 -S MS 61 PCGS. The tan-gold surfaces are rather well defined 
for an S-mint issue. There are a few scattered abrasions, as befits the 
grade, but the overall eye appeal is more than acceptable for the 
grade. The 1911-S is more difficult to locate in all Mint State grades 
than the lower mintage 1916-S. 
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482 1912 MS 62 NGC. This is a frosty BU example whose color oscil¬ 
lates between green-gold and golden-rose shades as the coin rotates 
beneath the light. There are no sizeable distractions, but the reverse 
field does reveal its share of small abrasions. 

483 1912 MS 63 PCGS. This is a sharply struck, bright representative of 
this conditionally challenging series. The asiar is green-gold in 
shade and the surfaces show no more than the expected number of 
small abrasions for the grade. 

484 1913 MS 64 PCGS. A frosty, olive-tinged example that is quite well 
detailed and is only a few light marks from Gem status. 

485 1913-S AU 58 NGC. Nicely defined with hcmey-gold coloration and 
a few wispy circulation marks. This is an affordable representative 
of this conditionally challenging S-mint issue. 

486 1913-S MS 61 PCGS. The 1913-S is second to only the 1915-S in 
terms of Mint State rarity among Indian half eagles from the San 
Francisco Mint. The present specimen shows bight, lustrous sur¬ 
faces and the expected number of small bagmarks for the grade. Typ¬ 
ically struck, this is an important coin for the advanced gold collec¬ 
tor. 

487 1914 MS 62 NGC. Essentially olive-gold in color, the surfaces show 
a few areas of darker patina on both sides. The overall appearance is 
somewhat muted, but the bold strike is free of criticism. 

488 1914-D MS 61 NGC. This D-mint issue is one of the more difficult 
Indian half eagles to locate in die higher readies of Mint State. A 
moderately abraded survivor, the present coin boasts above average 
striking detail for the series. Yellow-gold in color with suitable lus¬ 
ter quality. 

489 1915 MS 61 NGC. Somewhat lackluster in appearance with a few 
scattered bagmarks. Both sides are, however, nicely defined for the 
issue. 

490 1915 MS 63 NGC. The crisply defined features sparkle with cart¬ 
wheel luster and golden-rose coloration. This is a lightly marked, 
Select representative of this conditionally challenging 20th century 
gold series. 

491 1915-S XF 45 NGC. Bright overall with several facial marks that 
adversely affect the appeal of this scarce S-mint. 

492 1916-S MS 61 NGC. With rich honey-gold overtones and few dis¬ 
cernible abrasions, this is a seemingly undergraded example. The 
luster is, however, somewhat muted, but the strike is well above 
average for the series. 

CERTIFIED LIBERTY EAGLES 


493 1843-0 XF 45 PCGS. This is a lightly worn survivor of this low 
mintage (175,162 pieces), conditionally challenging O-mint issue. 
Both sides are noticeably abraded, yet nicely defined with yellow- 
gold coloration. 

494 1852 XF 45 PCGS. Bright yellow-gold surfaces boast the sharpness 
and luster of an AU, but are a bit too heavily abraded on the obverse 
to make the leap to this higher category. 

495 1854 Large Date—Cleaned—ANACS. AU Details, Net XF 40. This 
is a richly colored, green-gold survivor of this low mintage (52,400 
pieces) issue. There are a few scattered hairlines and the outward 
appearance is noticeably dull, but the devices retain considerable 
striking detail. This issue is typically represented by well worn coins 
that would be lucky to warrant a VF grade. 

496 1859-S—Scratched, Bent—ANACS. XF Details, Net Fine 12. The 
otherwise honey-gold surfaces show traces of mint luster in the pro¬ 
tected areas around the peripheral devices. Evenly worn with no 
more than the expected number of circulation marks for the grade. 
While the bend is not readily evident, there are two sizeable scratch¬ 
es through the central reverse. 


497 1866-S Motto AU 50 NGC. The 1866-S Motto eagle is an elusive 
gold issue that is similar in overall rarity to the San Francisco Mint’s 
deliveries of 1858,1859,1862,1863, and 1865. Of the already small 
number of coins certified by NGC and PCGS, only nine examples 
fall into the AU grade level. To date, there are no known Mmt State 
survivors. This is an obviously original example that shows rich 
honey-gold color throughout. Well struck, the surfaces do not dis¬ 
play any sizeable circulation marks. A well concealed area of dis¬ 
coloration is noted on the hair behind Liberty’s ear. Trends: $7,250. 

498 1867-S AU 53 NGC. The 1867-S is considerably rarer in all grades 
than even the low mintage of 9,000 pieces implies. Like the 1860-S 
and 1865-S Normal Date, to which it compares favorably in overall 
rarity, the 1867-S is typically encountered in VF or XF condition. An 
uncommonly well defined representative, the present piece shows 
warm orange-gold overtones and moderately bright fields. Both 
sides are somewhat scuffy in appearance, but there are no individu¬ 
ally mentionable detractions. NGC and PCGS combined report only 
three examples in AU 53 with three finer, none of which pierce the 
Mint State barrier. Trends: $10,250 in AU 50, $16,500 in AU 55. 

499 1878 AU 58 ANACS. Lightly abraded overall with golden-rose col¬ 
oration and modest prooflike tendencies in the fields. 

500 1879 AU 58 NGC. Minimally marked for the grade with blushes of 
remaining luster in the protected areas on both sides. 

501 1880-CC AU 53 NGC. One of only 11,190 pieces produced, this 
coin is a problem-free AU survivor of this important CC-mint eagle. 
The 1880-CC is, along with the 1874-CC, the only readily obtain¬ 
able pre-1890 eagle from the Carson City Mint. Minimally abraded 
for a circulated gold coin, the bright surfaces show ample remaining 
luster and bold striking definition. 

502 1880-S MS 62 PCGS. Despite a production of more than a half mil¬ 
lion units, the ‘80-S eagle is legitimately scarce in Uncirculated 
grades. This example displays typical boldness and shows few siz¬ 
able abrasions for the assigned grade. 

503 1882 MS 62 NGC. The frosty surfaces show scattered abrasions that 
are surprisingly more extensive on the reverse. 

504 1886 AU 53 NGC. The richly colored, crimson-gold surfaces show 
only the lightest rub across the highpoints. Typically abraded for a 
circulated gold coin with ample remaining luster. 

505 1888-S MS 62 NGC. Sharp and lustrous with a halo of golden- 
orange color on each side and only scattered surface marks. 

506 1889-S MS 63 NGC. There are a few wispy abrasions and a sizeable 
planchet flaw (as struck) on the obverse. The reverse is typically 
cleaner, but both sides are equally lustrous. This S-mint issue is all 
but unknown above the present level. 

507 1891-CC AU 53 PCGS. Somewhat scuffy in appearance with mod¬ 
est cartwheel effects and rich copper-gold coloration. The light wear 
across the highpoints does little to detract from this coin’s sharp 
striking detail. 

508 1891-CC AU 58 PCGS. The bright, moderately prooflike surfaces 
show relatively few abrasions for a circulated eagle. The otherwise 
green-gold surfaces yield to golden-rose color as the coin rotates 
beneath the light. 

509 1891 -CC MS 60 PCGS. Lustrous, yet baggy, the surfaces are sharply 
defined throughout. The rich, original color is either green-gold or 
orange-gold in shade depending on the angle. 

510 1891-CC MS 61 ANACS. Scattered bagmarks confirm the MS 61 
grade. The surfaces are, however, fully lustrous with modest bright¬ 
ness in the fields. Orange-gold in color. 

511 1891 -CC MS 62 NGC. The most common CC-mint eagle in today’s 
market, the 1891 is a favorite issue among Mint State type collec¬ 
tors. This is a richly frosted, lightly bagmarked survivor whose bold 
striking quality is free of criticism. 

512 1891-CC MS 62 NGC. The 1891-CC is a difficult issue to locate 
above the present level. This is a fully frosted coin whose golden- 
rose surfaces sparkle at all angles. Sharply struck, as always, with no 

r more than the expected number of bagmarks for the grade. 
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513 1892-0 XF 45 ANACS. Rich copper-gold coloration blankets both 
sides of this suitably defined survivor. There are no sizeable abra¬ 
sions, just small, well scattered circulation marks. 

514 1892-0 MS 60 NGC. Very well defined and quite flashy for the 
assigned grade, being kept at the low end of the Mint State spectrum 
by moderate scuffiness in the obverse fields. 

515 1893 MS 62 PCGS. Lustrous and original, the crisply detailed sur¬ 
faces do not reveal any singularly bothersome distractions. 

516 1893 MS 64 NGC. Among the finer representatives of this P-mint 
issue in today’s market, this coin displays richly frosted, cham¬ 
pagne-gold features. There are no detracting bagmarks and the strike 
is needle sharp throughout. 

517 1894 MS 64 PCGS. Extremely lustrous for this often-subdued issue, 
with frosty, fully detailed devices. 

518 1894 MS 64 PCGS. Satiny with rich orange patination here and 
there on both sides. 


519 1895-S AU 50 PCGS. Bright and minimally worn, yet noticeably 
abraded. 

520 1897 MS 64 NGC. Much better preserved than the typical Uncircu¬ 
lated survivor of this issue, with soft, frosted luster that is spruced up 
by peripheral accents of olive and orange. 

521 1897-S AU 58 NGC. Were it not for trivial mb across the highpoints, 
this minimally marked coin would probably qualify for at least a 
Select grade. 

522 1898 MS 63 PCGS. The smooth, lustrous surfaces are suggestive of 
an even higher grade. Golden-rose in color with a lone alloy spot 
below the eagle’s neck. 

523 1900 MS 62 NGC. Orange-gold in color with remarkably clean sur¬ 
faces for the grade. Although somewhat subdued, the luster still 
manifests itself in pleasing cartwheel effects. 

524 1900 MS 63 NGC. Both sides are golden-rose in color with richly 
frosted, minimally abraded features. 

525 1901 MS 63 PCGS. The suitably lustrous, nearly mark-free surfaces 
have the look of a significantly higher grade. 

526 1901 MS 64 NGC. Temptingly close to a full Gem grade, this 
orange-gold representative displays pinpoint striking detail and 
unimpaired frosty luster. 

527 1901 MS 66 NGC. Like most late-date issues in the Liberty eagle 
series, the 1901 is common enough in lower grades to fit comfort¬ 
ably into the budget of most collectors. The relatively few Gem 
quality survivors of this issue do, however, witness considerable 
competition from high quality type collectors. This is a superior coin 
in all regards whose golden-rose surfaces glow with frosty luster. 
The essentially mark-free surfaces allow for full appreciation of the 
pinpoint striking definition. Population: 18 in 66, only 1 finer. 

528 1901-S MS 62 PCGS. Noticeably abraded, yet fully frosted and 
boldly impressed. 

529 1901-S MS 64 NGC. Typically distraction-free for the grade, the 
surfaces are dripping with mint luster. Powerfully impressed with 
needle sharp definition. 

530 1901 -S MS 64 NGC. One or two trivial abrasions on the obverse bar 
this otherwise carefully preserved example from an even higher 
grade. This is a lustrous, original near-Gem. 

531 1903-S MS 66 NGC. Fully defined with superior luster and a near- 
absence of surface marks. Both sides are overlaid in a light reddish 
patina, with flashes of sky-blue peripheral color. Population: 27 in 
66, none finer. 

532 1904 MS 62 NGC. The green-gold surfaces are curiously free of 
sizeable bagmarks for the grade. Sharply struck and fully lustrous. 


1904- 0 MS 61 PCGS. Were it not for deficient luster, this minimal¬ 
ly abraded coin would easily warrant a higher grade. 

1905- S AU 58 NGC. A somewhat scarcer issue above the XF level, 
this is a remarkably smooth near-Mint representative. Orange-gold 
in color with ample remaining luster. 

CERTIFIED INDIAN EAGLES 


1908 No Motto AU 58 PCGS. There are no singularly detracting 
abrasions on either side of this honey-gold survivor. 

1908 Motto MS 63 NGC. A scarcer issue in Mint State, this is a 
seemingly conservatively graded representative. Both sides are free 
of all but a few wispy abrasions and the surfaces reveal swirling lus¬ 
ter effects at all angles. Uncommonly well defined and undeniably 
appealing. 

1908-S AU 53 PCGS. The lightly marked surfaces show ample 
remaining luster and pleasing orange-gold patination. 

1910 MS 64 PCGS. Common enough in circulated grades, this is a 
remarkably well preserved 1910 eagle. Both sides show rich frosty 
texture that accents the boldly struck devices. Essentially green-gold 
in color with delicate orange-gold overtones and smooth surfaces. 

1910-S AU 58 NGC. Well detailed with minimal surface marks and 
only the slightest break in the satiny luster on the highpoints. 

1932 MS 63 PCGS. Sharply struck and lustrous, a few wispy abra¬ 
sions rule out a near-Gem grade. A relatively affordable coin for 
Mint State type purposes. 

1932 MS 64 NGC. Both sides of this sharply struck example show 
attractive orange-gold overtones. 

CERTIFIED LIBERTY DOUBLE EAGLES 


1863-S MS 61 NGC. A scarce Type One double eagle, the 1863-S is 
elusive, yet occasionally obtainable in Mint State. The focal features 
are sharply impressed and even the peripheral details are uncom¬ 
monly bold. Original golden-rose coloration overlays both sides of 
this typically marked representative. Population: 10 in 61, only 2 
finer. 


1869-S XF 45 PCGS. Bright surfaces with normal softness on a few 
of the obverse stars and subtle reddish highlights. 

1873 Open 3 AU 55 NGC. The dirty-gold patina lessens the visual 
impact of the scattered circulation marks. Blushes of remaining lus¬ 
ter are evident at most angles. 

1874- CC AU 50 PCGS. The bright, yellow-gold surfaces show 
ample remnants of a prooflike finish. Both sides are, however, some¬ 
what scuffy in appearance with bold overall definition. 

1875- CC MS 61 PCGS. The third most common double eagle from 
the Carson City Mint, the 1875-CC is often selected for Mint State 
type purposes. The richly colored, olive-orange surfaces show con¬ 
siderable eye appeal for the grade. The scattered abrasions are not 
sizeable and the devices are suitably, yet not completely defined. 

1876- CC XF 45 PCGS. The somewhat scuffy, lightly circulated sur¬ 
faces show pleasing honey-gold coloration. The fields display mod¬ 
est brightness at certain angles. 

1876- CC AU 53 NGC. Noticeably abraded with bright, partially lus¬ 
trous features. The otherwise boldly defined devices show trivial rub 
across the highest points. 

1877 AU 53 PCGS. Quite lustrous with little actual evidence of 
wear, but a plethora of surface marks are present that include a few 
severe cuts on the portrait that influence the overall grade. 

1877- S AU 58 PCGS. Satiny with attractive olive and reddish 
accents that atone for crisscrossing facial marks. 
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1877-S MS 60 PCGS. Numerous luster grazes and abrasions are 
noticed on both sides of this suitably lustrous example. 

1878 AU 55 PCGS. Moderately abraded with characteristic semi- 
reflective luster in the fields. 

1878 MS 61 NGC. The swirling frosty luster and sharply struck 
devices are readily appreciable despite numerous small abrasions. 

1879-S AU 58 PCGS. This is an orange-gold colored, prooflike 
example whose minimally worn surfaces show a scuffy overall 
appearance. 

1882- S MS 61 PCGS. A sharp, moderately abraded example of this 
more difficult S-mint twenty, with patchy haziness on the obverse 
from natural causes. 

1883- S MS 60 NGC. Typically abraded for the grade with frosted 
mint luster. 

1883- S MS 62 PCGS. Extremely lustrous with pinpoint detailing on 
the highpoints and numerous obverse field marks. 

1884- S MS 61 NGC. Minimally marked for the grade, the golden- 
rose surfaces show somewhat muted luster quality. 

1884- S MS 62 PCGS. Quite frosty with excellent sharpness in all 
areas and only a few scattered milling marks that separate this con¬ 
ditionally scarce issue from a Select rating. 

1885- S MS 62 NGC. The scattered, grade-limiting abrasions are nei¬ 
ther sizeable nor unduly bothersome. Both sides show radiant cart¬ 
wheel luster and boldly impressed features. 

1887- S MS 62 PCGS. Frosty and moderately abraded with distinc¬ 
tive olive coloration at the peripheries. Hardly a common issue at 
this grade level and rarely seen finer. 

1888 MS 61 NGC. The richly frosted, orange-gold surfaces show a 
few scattered abrasions, none of which are worthy of individual 
mention. 

1888- S AU 58 PCGS. The lack of heavy abrasions and appealing 
color give this coin an edge over many low-end Uncirculated pieces. 

1889 MS 61 PCGS. Both sides of this frosty example are enveloped 
in a rich reddish patina and there is a diagonal streak of darker col¬ 
oration on the reverse. One of just 44,070 pieces struck and a rea¬ 
sonably scarce issue at the Mint State level. 

1890-CC AU 50 NGC. Bright prooflike tendencies are evident in the 
fields. The otherwise green-gold surfaces reveal olive-amber shades 
over the highpoints of the design. The circulation marks are neither 
excessive nor individually detracting. 

1890-CC AU 58 NGC. Were it not for trivial mb over the highpoints, 
this minimally marked coin would probably qualify for at least a 
Select grade. There is considerable remaining luster and the orange- 
gold surfaces are alive with cartwheel frost. 

1890-S MS 62 PCGS. The surfaces of this green-gold example are 
remarkably abrasion-free for the grade. The strike is razor sharp, as 
always, and the luster manifests itself in flashy whirlpool effects. 


1891-S MS 62 NGC. The grade-limiting abrasions a 
confined to the obverse of this orange-gold example.

1893-S MS 62 PCGS. Minimally marked for the grade, this is an 
attractive, orange-gold double eagle. The rich endowment of mint 
frost swirls powerfully around the sharply struck features. 

1894 MS 63 NGC. There are a few too many small abrasions to war¬ 
rant a near-Gem grade, but this coin is still remarkably smooth for 
the issue. Sharply struck, as always, the surfaces exhibit a frosty tex¬ 
ture and original orange-gold patina. 

1896 MS 63 NGC. With a single moderate abrasion on Liberty’s 
cheek and a few wispy bagmarks in the obverse field, this original 
example is at the upper threshold of the Select level. 
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1896 MS 64 NGC. With no individually mentionable distractions 
and fulsome mint luster, this is a premium quality coin for the issue. 
The strike is free of criticism and the golden-rose color hugs the sur¬ 
faces. 

1896-S MS 63 NGC. Like many late-date S-mint issues in this 
series, the 1896-S is scarce in MS 63 and undeniably rare any finer. 
This is a typically marked coin for the grade, but the lustrous sur¬ 
faces show original orange-gold color that enhances the overall eye 
appeal. 

1898 MS 61 NGC. Noticeably abraded with deep green-gold color 
and pleasing orange-gold overtones. 

1898 MS 62 PCGS. Both sides exhibit soft, frosted luster and are 
framed in olive patina. 

1898- S MS 63 NGC. The rich endowment of mint frost cartwheels 
gracefully around both sides with minimal disruption from abra¬ 
sions. Green-gold in color and premium quality for the grade. 

1899 MS 64 PCGS. Razor sharp and satiny with delicate orange 
accents. 

1899- S MS 62 PCGS. This is an intensely lustrous double eagle 
whose sharply struck features display relatively few bagmarks for 
the grade. 

1899-S MS 63 NGC. The rich orange-gold coloration only enhances 
the appeal of this boldly defined, frosty example. Lightly marked, as 
one would expect of the grade. 

1901 MS 62 PCGS. The swirling cartwheel luster is fully apprecia¬ 
ble despite scattered grade-defining abrasions. 

1901 MS 64 PCGS. A nicely preserved, yet relatively affordable 
coin for the high quality type collector, this powerfully impressed 
example glows with rich crimson overtones.

This lustrous, frosty example shows moderate 
brightness in the fields. There is dappled haziness over the obverse, 
but both sides show a bright, pristine appearance. All but unknown 
finer. 

1903-S MS 63 NGC. Were it not for a few scattered abrasions on the 
obverse, this frosty, orange-gold specimen would easily qualify for 
a near-Gem grade. 

1904 MS 64 PCGS. Distinctive orange patina clings to the devices 
on each side. 

1904 MS 64 PCGS. Frosty and minimally marked, this orange-gold 
example would do justice to any high quality type set. Both sides are 
sharply struck with pinpoint definition. 


1904 MS 65 PCGS. Both sides of this remarkably clean double eagle 
are aglow with satiny luster and sport blushes of lovely orange pati¬ 
na. 


1904 MS 65 NGC. Another attractive Gem example that is layered 
in orange-gold patina, here lightening across the lower portion of the 
obverse. 

1904 MS 66 PCGS. A shimmering, impeccably preserved example 
that displays an even layering of reddish patina and boasts pinpoint 
sharpness in all areas. Outstanding quality for this otherwise com¬ 
mon issue.

594 1907 Arabic Numerals MS 63 PCGS. A pleasing, well frosted exam¬ 
ple of this first-year issue, with two small alloy stains on the left side 
of the reverse. 

595 1907 Arabic Numerals MS 64 PCGS. The predominantly clean sur¬ 
faces exhibit above average striking detail and pleasing orange-gold 
patina. 

596 1907 Arabic Numerals MS 65 PCGS. A beautifully colored, satiny 
example with bold definition on the highpoints and a bare minimum 
of surface marks. 

597 1908 No Motto MS 62 PCGS. Although there are numerous scat¬ 
tered abrasions on both sides, the surfaces are remarkably free of 
sizeable distractions for the grade. 

598 1908 No Motto MS 62 PCGS. The green-gold surfaces reveal a few 
too many abrasions on the obverse to warrant a Select grade. 

599 1908 No Motto MS 64 NGC. Smooth and original, the orange-gold 
surfaces have some claim to a full Gem grade. 

600 1908 No Motto MS 66 NGC. A pristine survivor of this popular No 
Motto issue, both sides are awash in orange-gold patination. The 
strike is above average for the series and the fulsome mint luster 
manifests itself in swirling whirlpool effects. 

601 1908 No Motto MS 66 PCGS. Satiny and virtually unmarked with 
blushes of pale orange patina on each side that increase its eye 
appeal. 

602 1908-D No Motto MS 63 NGC. Suitably impressed for the issue 
with scattered abrasions and golden-orange overtones. 

603 1908-D No Motto MS 64 NGC. Unlike its P-rnint counterpart, the 
1908-D No Motto is a conditionally challenging issue that is seldom 
offered at the Choice level. The frosty, crimson-gold surfaces of the 
present specimen are nearly in the Gem category. Typically struck, 
yet adequately defined, both sides are fully lustrous. 

604 1909 MS 62 PCGS. This scarcer P-mint exhibits pleasing color and 
luster, being downgraded by numerous small field marks. 

605 1910 MS 64 NGC. Elusive any finer and relatively scarce in its own 
right, this is a deeply colored near-Gem. The green-gold surfaces 
display sharply struck, problem-free features and scintillating frosty 
luster. 

606 1911 MS 62 NGC. Were it not for noticeable abrasions, the lustrous, 
green-gold surfaces would easily warrant a Select grade. The strike 
is sharp and all features are uncommonly well defined for the series. 
With a paltry original mintage of 197,250 business strikes, it is little 
wonder that the 1911 is a difficult issue to locate in all grades. 

607 1911-D MS 63 PCGS. A sharp, matte-like example with a uniform 
reddish-orange tint. 

608 1911-S MS 63 NGC. Gentle cartwheel effects are noted on both 
sides of this crisply defined Select example. 

609 1912 MS 63 PCGS. Similar in rarity to the 1911, the 1912 is a scarce 
issue that becomes progressively more difficult to locate with grade. 
This is a minimally marked coin for the grade whose orange-gold 
surfaces display unimpaired mint luster. 


1913 MS 62 PCGS. Another in a string of low mintage P-mint dou¬ 
ble eagles from the 1910s, this Mint State survivor should be of 
obvious importance to dedicated students of the series. Both sides 
are essentially green-gold in color with pleasing crimson-orange 
overtones. Neither the luster quality nor the surface preservation are 
worthy of criticism for the grade. 

1913- D MS 63 NGC. Lightly marked, yet fully lustrous. The razor 
sharp striking definition gives this lustrous example superior eye 
appeal for the Select level. 

1914 MS 62 PCGS. A frosty olive-gold example with noticeable 
scuffing in the obverse fields. 

1914 MS 63 PCGS. Typically satiny beneath a uniform reddish pati¬ 
na, with tinges of pale olive at the margins. 

1914- D MS 65 NGC. A razor sharp strike with satiny luster that is 
far more vibrant than is typically seen and scattered marks that are 
well hidden on the central devices. There is some discoloration 
along the obverse border from 1 to 2 o’clock. 

1916-S MS 63 PCGS. The lustrous, golden-pink surfaces are suit¬ 
ably defined for the series. 

1922- S MS 65 NGC. As an issue, the heavily melted ‘22-S double 
eagle is far more obtainable today than it was two decades ago 
before European holdings began to trickle back across the Atlantic. 
Several hundred Mint State pieces are now believed extant, a total 
that places the 1922-S alongside the 1913-S and the 1915 as a semi¬ 
key issue. Remarkably few of these coins, however, grade above the 
Select level and in accurately graded Gem preservation this issue is 
still a well known rarity. The surfaces of the present specimen offer 
shimmering brilliance and nearly mark-free features. There are no 
unsightly alloy spots and the strike is bold. NGC and PCGS com¬ 
bined report only eight examples in MS 65 with a scant three finer. 

1923- D MS 66 PCGS. Satiny olive-gold peripheral areas burst into 
a brighter orange-gold finish through the centers. 

1924 MS 64 PCGS. Rich orange-gold coloration envelops the 
sharply impressed features. 

1925 MS 64 PCGS. Uncommonly well defined for the series, the 
surfaces are free of all but a few trivial bagmarks. 

1925 MS 65 PCGS. This lovely Gem offers smooth surfaces, 
swirling luster, and bold striking detail. 

1925 MS 66 NGC. A shimmering Gem with blushes of orange pati¬ 
na that add considerably to the eye appeal and overshadow a cluster 
of tiny blemishes in the right obverse field. 

1926 MS 63 PCGS. There are no individually noticeable abrasions 
on either side of this seemingly undergraded double eagle. 

1926 MS 65 NGC. A bright and mark-free Gem, this coin boasts 
uncommonly powerful striking detail and deep green-gold col¬ 
oration. 

1927 MS 63 PCGS. This is a sharply struck specimen with original 
orange-gold patination. 

1927 MS 63 PCGS. The orange-gold surfaces do not reveal any sin¬ 
gularly detracting bagmarks. 

1927 MS 64 PCGS. Frosty and sharply struck with some claim to a 
full Gem grade. 

1927 MS 64 PCGS. As one would expect for the grade, the lustrous 
surfaces are free of mentionable abrasions. 

1927 MS 65 NGC. Nicely impressed with a smooth, satiny texture 
and attractive cartwheel effects. This is a popular issue for Gem 
quality type purposes. 

1928 MS 63 PCGS. This coin shows no more than the expected 
number of small abrasions for the grade. 
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630 1928 MS 63 PCGS. The deep, rich, orange-gold coloration limits the 
visual impact of the grade-defining bagmarks. 

631 1928 MS 63 PCGS. Both sides are frosty and minimally marked. 

632 1928 MS 65 PCGS. Essentially mark-free, as befits the grade, with 
swirling cartwheel luster and deep orange-gold patina. 

633 1928 MS 66 NGC. A nearly flawless example that combines deep, 
satiny luster with occasional flashes of orange-gold patina in the 
recesses. 

CERTIFIED COMMEMORATIVE SILVER 

634 1893 Isabella Quarter—Cleaned—AN ACS. Unc Details, Net AU 
50. Lightly hairlined with delicate pastel iridescence on the obverse. 
All the devices do, however, exhibit pinpoint striking detail. 

635 1893 Isabella Quarter MS 61 ANACS. The deep charcoal-gray ton¬ 
ing mutes the luster and limits the grade of this otherwise desirable, 
minimally marked example. 

636 1893 Isabella Quarter MS 62 PCGS. An affordable representative of 
this early commemorative, both sides are untoned and nearly abra¬ 
sion-free. The luster is, however, somewhat deficient in quality. 

637 1893 Isabella Quarter MS 63 NGC. The thin veil of russet irides¬ 
cence does little to diminish the frosty luster. Smooth and suggestive 
of a near-Gem grade. 

638 1900 Lafayette Dollar MS 62 PCGS. Mottled crimson-russet irides¬ 
cence decorates the peripheral areas of this otherwise slate-gray 
example. The surfaces are suitably lustrous, but a milling mark on 
Washington’s temple accounts for the grade. 

639 1921 Alabama MS 64 PCGS. The silver-white surfaces do not reveal 
any grade-limiting distractions. Topically struck for the issue. 

640 1921 Alabama 2x2 MS 63 NGC. There are relatively few distrac¬ 
tions on either side of this champagne-gold example. Fully lustrous 
with some claim to a higher grade. 

641 1921 Alabama 2x2 MS 64 PCGS. This is an uncommonly well 
struck representative of this low mintage (6,006 pieces) commemo¬ 
rative issue. Both sides are frosty and essentially untoned. 

642 1936 Albany MS 64 PCGS. The otherwise frosty-white surfaces 
show a decided golden cast at most angles. 

643 1936 Albany MS 65 PCGS. Nearly brilliant on the reverse, the 
obverse is bathed in light lilac iridescence with russet rim accents. 
Frosty and pristine. 

644 1936 Albany MS 65 PCGS. This bright Gem is free of both toning 
and abrasions. 

645 1937 Antietam MS 66 NGC. The silver-white surfaces are free of 
both toning and distractions. 

646 1937 Antietam MS 66 NGC. A superb, frosty example of this popu¬ 
lar Civil War design that is brilliant through the centers and framed 
in soft golden hues. 

647 1937 Antietam MS 66 PCGS. Pleasing olive-tan patina envelops 
both sides. The strike is razor sharp and the mark-free surfaces 
reveal swirling mint frost at most angles. 

648 1935 Arkansas MS 64 PCGS; and a 1935-S Arkansas MS 64 PCGS. 
The golden toned surfaces of both coins boast fully lustrous, essen¬ 
tially unmarked features. (Total: 2 coins)

649 1935 Arkansas PDS Set PCGS. The P and S-mint examples grade 

MS 65, but the Denver coin is MS 64. All coins show lustrous sur¬ 
faces with variegated shades of golden iridescence. (Total: 3 coins)

650 1936-D Arkansas MS 66 NGC. Mottled copper-russet iridescence 
interrupts the otherwise champagne-gray toning. Both sides are 
equally frosty and there are no noticeable abrasions. 

651 1936-S Arkansas MS 65 PCGS. The frosty-white reverse contrasts 
markedly with the lightly toned, dove-gray obverse. Both sides are, 
however, equally lustrous and mark-free. 

652 1936 Arkansas PDS Set MS 64 PCGS. While the P and D-mint 
examples display light golden-gray patina, the S-mint coin is as bril¬ 
liant as the day it was produced. None of the pieces are noticeably 
abraded. (Total: 3 coins) 

653 1937 Arkansas PDS Set MS 64 PCGS. The first two coins are 
untoned, but the S-mint example shows rich apricot-gray patina that 
deepens around the obverse rim. This is a lustrous, nearly distrac¬ 
tion-free trio. (Total: 3 coins) 

654 1938 Arkansas PDS Set MS 64 PCGS. All coins are frosty-white in 
appearance with nicely preserved features. (Total: 3 coins) 

655 1936-S Bay Bridge MS 64 PCGS, attractively toned in soft olive- 
gold shades; and a 1936 Bridgeport MS 64 PCGS, untoned and 
frosty-white in appearance. (Total: 2 coins) 

656 1936-S Bay Bridge MS 65 PCGS. With scintillating golden irides¬ 
cence and pristine features, this lovely example would do justice to 
any Gem quality collection. 

657 1936-S Bay Bridge MS 66 NGC. Wholly original, nearly unmarked 
surfaces are covered in an exquisite blend of multicolored iridescent 
toning. 

658 1934 Boone MS 65 PCGS, this is an undeniable Gem representative 
of this first-year issue; and a 1935/34 Boone MS 65 PCGS, pale 
golden iridescence decorates both sides of this pristine survivor. 
(Total: 2 coins) 

659 1935 Boone MS 65 PCGS. The silver-white surfaces are free of 
bothersome distractions. 

660 1935 Boone PDS Set PCGS. The first two examples grade MS 64, 
but the S-mint coin is MS 65. While the P-mint specimen is brilliant, 
the balance of the lot exhibits lightly patinated, golden-shaded sur¬ 
faces. (Total: 3 coins) 

661 1935/34 Boone PDS Set NGC. The P-mint example grades MS 65, 
but the other two coins are MS 64. All examples are lustrous and 
devoid of patina. (Total: 3 coins) 

662 1935/34 Boone MS 65 PCGS, delicate champagne-gold iridescence 
blankets the lustrous surfaces; 1935/34-D Boone MS 64 NGC, the 
lightly patinated surfaces have the look of a Gem; and a 1935/34-S 
Boone MS 64 PCGS, untoned on the reverse, the obverse shows 
radiant olive-orange peripheral iridescence. (Total: 3 coins) 

663 1936 Boone MS 65 PCGS, the otherwise silver-white surfaces show 
mottled russet overtones on the reverse; and a 1946 Booker T. Wash¬ 
ington MS 65 PCGS, richly toned in lavender-gray and orange-rus¬ 
set shades. (Total: 2 coins) 

664 1936-S Boone MS 65 PCGS. The light iridescent patina on the 
obverse yields to mottled tan-gold shades on the reverse. Distrac¬ 
tion-free. 

665 1936 Boone PDS Set MS 64 PCGS. This is a lustrous trio whose 
coins are either brilliant or delicately toned. (Total: 3 coins) 

666 1937 Boone MS 65 PCGS. The intensely lustrous surfaces exhibit 
their bold striking definition without hindrance from even the small¬ 
est abrasion. 

667 1937 Boone PDS Set PCGS. The P-mint example grades MS 65 and 
displays brilliant, mark-free surfaces. The D and S-mint pieces 
exhibit light, mottled iridescence. (Total: 3 coins) 
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668 1938 Boone PDS Set NGC. The P and D-mint representatives are 
both MS 64, the S-mint example grades MS 65. All coins are essen¬ 
tially untoned with distraction-free surfaces. (Total: 3 coins) 

669 1938 Boone MS 64 PCGS, hazy-gold iridescence is noticed at cer¬ 
tain angles, but the luster is undiminished in intensity; 1938-D 
Boone MS 65 NGC; and a 1938-S Boone MS 64 NGC. Unless oth¬ 
erwise stated, all coins are frosty-white in appearance. (Total: 3 
coins) 

670 1936 Bridgeport MS 65 PCGS. This is an untoned, frosty-white 
example whose devices display needle sharp definition throughout 

671 1925-S California MS 63 NGC. Basically untoned with a bright cart¬ 
wheel sheen over both sides. 

672 1925-S California MS 64 NGC. Both sides display even smoky- 
lavender patina and essentially pristine surfaces. 

673 1925-S California MS 64 PCGS. The untoned, carefully preserved 
surfaces have the look of a Gem. 


674 1925-S California MS 65 NGC. The light toning that adorns both 
sides is largely confined to the upper obverse and lower reverse 
peripheries. Scintillating mint frost radiates from every last design 
element. 

675 1925-S California MS 65 NGC. This is a lightly patinated, essen¬ 
tially brilliant Gem. Both sides are sharply struck and the surfaces 
retain their mark-free appearance even under a loupe. 

676 1936-D Cincinnati MS 65 NGC. The fresh, bright surfaces portray a 
delicately patinated, golden colored appearance. Neither side shows 
any detracting abrasions. 

677 1936-S Cincinnati MS 64 PCGS. The overall appearance of this lus¬ 
trous example is one of brilliance despite splotchy milky-gold over¬ 
tones. 

678 1936 Cincinnati PDS Set MS 63 PCGS. All coins are lightly pati¬ 
nated with a few well scattered abrasions. (Total: 3 coins) 

679 1936 Cleveland MS 64 PCGS; and an 1893 Columbian MS 64 
PCGS. Both coins are lustrous, untoned, and at the threshold of a full 
Gem grade. (Total: 2 coins) 

680 1936 Cleveland MS 65 PCGS. Splotchy lavender-russet iridescence 
overlays both sides of this frosty Gem. 

681 1936 Cleveland MS 65 NGC. A beautiful coin for the toning enthu¬ 
siast, the otherwise golden colored surfaces reveal powder-blue and 
pink peripheral iridescence. The smooth, frosty surfaces are indica¬ 
tive of the assigned grade. 

682 1936 Columbia MS 65 NGC. Satiny with delicate golden toning 
about the peripheries. 

683 1936-D Columbia MS 66 NGC. The lightly patinated surfaces are 
sharply struck and free of even the most trivial distraction. 

684 1936-S Columbia MS 65 NGC. With swirling cartwheel luster and 
smooth features, this lightly toned piece would settle for nothing less 
than the Gem grade. 

685 1936 Columbia PDS Set MS 64 PCGS. This lot offers an essential¬ 
ly brilliant, nearly pristine commemorative set. (Total: 3 coins) 

686 1936 Columbia PDS Set MS 65 PCGS. Pale russet peripheral iri¬ 
descence on the obverse of the S-mint example is the only toning of 
note. All coins are equally lustrous with sharply impressed features. 
(Total: 3 coins) 

687 1892 Columbian MS 63 PCGS. The thick antique-copper toning 
scheme dampens the intensity of this coin’s frosty luster. There are, 
however, remarkably few abrasions for the grade. 


1892 Columbian MS 64 PCGS. Lightly toned in mottled lavender- 
gray shades on the reverse, the obverse shows beautiful rainbow iri¬ 
descence over the otherwise golden colored surface. This is a nearly 
pristine example for the toning enthusiast. 

1892 Columbian MS 65 PCGS. Uniformly frosted, yet moderately 
reflective in the fields, the surfaces display a pleasing, brilliant 
appearance. 

1893 Columbian MS 64 NGC. The frosty centers are covered in a 
hazy lilac-gray patina that is more extensive on the reverse, while 
golden toning intermittently frames both sides. 

1893 Columbian MS 65 PCGS. Deeply toned in mottled charcoal- 
cobalt shades throughout, the obverse is somewhat lighter in appear¬ 
ance with scintillating pink, gold, and blue-green undertones. The 
thick endowment of mint frost is, however, fully appreciable and the 
obverse shows moderate prooflike tendencies in the fields. 

1893 Columbian MS 65 PCGS. Both sides exhibit deep, natural 
shades of rose-gray, turquoise, and amber toning. 

1935 Connecticut MS 64 PCGS. The lightly toned surfaces do not 
show any individually distracting abrasions. 

1935 Connecticut MS 64 PCGS. Pink-champagne and golden iri¬ 
descence meld together on both sides of this beautiful commem. In 
terms of eye appeal alone this coin is easily within the Gem catego¬ 
ry- 

1936 Delaware MS 64 PCGS. Minimally marked with untoned, 
frosty features. 

1936 Delaware MS 65 PCGS. Nicely struck and pristine, the other¬ 
wise smoky-gray iridescence deepens to orange-gold shades in 
select areas around the obverse rim. 

1936 Delaware MS 66 PCGS. The golden iridescence that blankets 
the obverse is confined to the area around the rim on the reverse. The 
satiny, mark-free surfaces display radiant whirlpool luster. 

1936 Elgin MS 64 PCGS, untoned and typically frosted for the 
issue; and a 1936-S Rhode Island MS 64 PCGS, frosty-white on the 
obverse with streaky tan-gold iridescence over the reverse. (Total: 2 
coins) 

1936 Elgin MS 65 PCGS. Mottled crimson and olive rim accents on 
the obverse interrupt the otherwise frosty-white appearance of this 
clean example. 

1936 Gettysburg MS 64 PCGS. As befits the grade, there are no indi¬ 
vidually distracting abrasion on either side. Lustrous and brilliant. 

1936 Gettysburg MS 65 NGC. Typically lustrous with splashes of 
orange-gold toning about the borders. 

1922 Grant MS 64 PCGS. Milky-gold patina dances across the nice¬ 
ly defined surfaces. With no noticeable distractions and intact luster, 
this is an attractive, yet affordable representative of this conditional¬ 
ly challenging issue. 

1922 Grant MS 65 NGC. This is a deeply toned Gem with lilac-gray 
shades in ascendancy over both sides. Mottled crimson and yellow- 
orange peripheral highlights are also noted as well as uncommonly 
smooth features. 

1928 Hawaiian MS 62 NGC. Untoned save for a hint of golden color 
along the reverse periphery, with a bright, satiny sheen that is far 
superior to most similarly graded examples of this popular com¬ 
memorative. 

1928 Hawaiian MS 62 PCGS. This is a remarkably abrasion-free 
coin for the grade. The surfaces are somewhat lackluster, but mod¬ 
est cartwheel effects are appreciable at certain angles. One of the 
keys to the commemorative set, this lightly patinated example would 
fit comfortably into any collection. 
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706 1928 Hawaiian MS 64 PCGS. Just shy of a full Gem grade, the sur¬ 
faces are essentially distraatkjn-free. Dappled orange-russet patina 
interrupts the otherwise oive-gray toning scheme. With nicely 
defined features, this is an important near-Gem survivor of this low 
mintage (9,958 pieces) comunem. 

707 1935 Hudson MS 62 PCGS. Mottled tan-gold iridescence overlays 
the lightly marked surfaces. 

708 1935 Hudson MS 64 NGC. Untoned and frosty, the surfaces are 
temptingly close to an even Mgher grade. 

709 1935 Hudson MS 64 PCGS. Dusky-gold iridescence blankets the 
lustrous, sharply impressed features. 

710 1924 Huguenot MS 64 NGC. Powerfully impressed and nearly 
mark-free, the surfaces are wstoned with the exception of smoky-tan 
iridescence over the upper reverse. 

711 1924 Huguenot MS 64 PCGS. This is an essentially brilliant piece. 
The frosty, seemingly unmasked surfaces are conservatively graded 
at even the near-Gem level 

712 1946 Iowa MS 66 PCGS. Frosty and pristine, the Gem quality sur¬ 
faces sparkle with brilliant features. 

713 1925 Lexington MS 64 PCGS. Beautiful golden-gray iridescence 
overlays the sharply struck snrfaces. Sharply struck, as always, with 
full luster. 

714 1925 Lexington MS 65 NGC There is no toning to report on either 
side of this well preserved Gem. Frosty and bright. 

715 1925 Lexington MS 66 PCGS. The dusky-gold toning scheme does 
not dull the radiant luster sfnality on both sides. The expertly pre¬ 
served surfaces would do Justice to even the most advanced com¬ 
memorative collection. NGC and PCGS combined report only three 
examples above the MS 66 level. 

716 1918 Lincoln MS 64 PCGS. This is a frosty, sharply struck comment 
whose surfaces have some daim to an even higher grade. 

717 1918 Lincoln MS 65 NGC. Pale golden iridescence is noted on both 
sides of this expertly preserved example. 

718 1936 Long Island MS 64 PCGS. The golden toned obverse forms an 
attractive contrast to the frosty-white reverse. Smooth and nearly in 
the Gem category. 

719 1936 Long Island MS 65 NGC. This frosty example combines two 
different, yet complementary toning schemes. The obverse shows 
dappled smoky-lilac and crimson peripheral shades around the bril¬ 
liant-white center. The reverse, on the other hand, is evenly toned in 
apricot-gold shades that deepen to crimson and blue colors around 
the devices. 

720 1936 Lynchburg MS 64 PCGS. This is an originally preserved near- 
Gem whose scintillating mint frost sparkles beneath powder-gold 
patina. 

721 1936 Lynchburg MS 65 PCGS. Speckled apple-green and russet ton¬ 
ing gravitates to the devices of this satiny Gem. 

722 1936 Lynchburg MS 65 NGC. Lightly toned in golden shades with 
freckled charcoal accents around the upper obverse periphery. 

723 1936 Lynchburg MS 66 NGC. Delicately patinated in golden hues, 
this carefully preserved coanmem is indicative of the MS 66 level. 

724 1920 Maine MS 64 PCGS. This coin displays the delicate steel-lilac 
iridescence that often accompanies original Maine comments. Typi¬ 
cally abrasion-free for the grade. 

725 1920 Maine MS 65 PCGS. Delicate powder-lilac iridescence dances 
across both sides of this mark-free Gem. 

726 1934 Maryland MS 64 PCGS. Essentially untoned with surfaces that 
have legitimate claim to a full Gem grade. 


727 1934 Maryland MS 65 PCGS. Essentially untoned, the frosty sur¬ 
faces show a decided golden cast at certain angles. 

728 1934 Maryland MS 65 PCGS. The evenly toned surfaces still allow 
for full appreciation of the swirling mint luster. 

729 1921 Missouri MS 62 PCGS. The rich orange-crimson peripheral 
toning is confined to the obverse of this suitably lustrous example. 
There are a few grade-defining abrasions, but they are neither size¬ 
able nor individually distracting. 

730 1921 Missouri MS 63 NGC. Bright, satiny surfaces with a touch of 
bluntness on the pioneer and light golden toning that gravitates to the 
borders. 

731 1921 Missouri MS 63 NGC. The brilliant-white surfaces are mini¬ 
mally marked for the Select level. Relatively affordable for the issue. 

732 1923-S Monroe MS 63 PCGS. Pleasing smoky-lavender toning 
blankets both sides. Minimally marked and seemingly undergraded 
at the Select level. 

733 1923-S Monroe MS 64 PCGS. The few wispy abrasions seem to pre¬ 
clude a coveted Gem grade. Both sides are, however, intensely lus¬ 
trous with mottled russet rim accents. 

734 1938 New Rochelle MS 64 NGC. Pleasing champagne-gray irides¬ 
cence dances across both sides of this smooth, seemingly conserva¬ 
tively graded example. 

735 1938 New Rochelle MS 64 PCGS. With awe-inspiring luster quali¬ 
ty and relatively smooth surfaces, this coin is temptingly close to a 
full Gem grade. 

736 1938 New Rochelle MS 65 PCGS. Neither side of this sharply struck 
Gem reveals any bothersome detractions. Essentially untoned with a 
frosty-white appearance. 

737 1938 New Rochelle MS 65 PCGS. The lustrous surfaces are typi¬ 
cally pristine for the grade. Brilliant. 

738 1936 Norfolk MS 66 PCGS. There do not appear to be any abrasions 
that would bar this lustrous piece from a Superb Gem grade. Pale 
golden tab toning is noted on the obverse. 

739 1936 Norfolk MS 67 PCGS. Brilliant-white in appearance despite 
light russet rim accents, this sharply struck example is at the thresh¬ 
old of numismatic perfection. 

740 1936 Norfolk MS 67 PCGS. This is an original Superb Gem Norfolk 
whose otherwise tan-gray surfaces show dappled crimson and olive 
rim accents on both sides. Sharply struck, as always, and unques¬ 
tionably smooth. 

741 1926 Oregon MS 66 NGC. Mottled golden-tan highlights are noted 
on both sides, but the mark-free surfaces reveal their rich luster qual¬ 
ity at all angles. 

742 1926 Oregon MS 66 PCGS. Essentially brilliant with fresh, clean 
surfaces and scintillating frosty luster. 

743 1926-S Oregon MS 65 PCGS. The smooth, lustrous surfaces speak 
volumes about the care with which this coin was preserved. 

744 1928 Oregon MS 64 PCGS. Nearly untoned and distraction-free, the 
reverse is rotated about 10 degrees counterclockwise in relation to 
the obverse. This lot is accompanied by ANACS certificate of 
authentication # AB 3166 that confirms that this coin was struck 
from misaligned dies. 

745 1928 Oregon MS 66 NGC. The silver-white surfaces are free of 
grade-limiting abrasions. 

746 1928 Oregon MS 66 PCGS. Both sides of this frosty example are 
equally free of toning and surface impairments. 

747 1933-D Oregon MS 65 PCGS. Smooth and bright, this coin belongs 
in a collection of snow-white Gems. 
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748 1934-D Oregon MS 64 PCGS, mottled milky overtones interrupt the 
otherwise brilliant, mark-free surfaces; and a 1934-D Oregon MS 64 
PCGS, even steel-gray iridescence is noted on both sides of this 
frosty near-Gem. (Total: 2 coins) 

749 1934-D Oregon MS 65 NGC. The overall appearance of this com¬ 
ment is one of brilliance despite light golden overtones. 

750 1936 Oregon MS 65 PCGS; and a 1936-S Oregon MS 66 PCGS. 
Both coins are mark-free with frosty-white surfaces. (Total: 2 coins) 

751 1936-S Oregon MS 66 NGC. The otherwise frosty-white surfaces 
reveal mottled milky-gold overtones as the coin rotates beneath the 
light. The strike is typically razor sharp for the issue. 

752 1937-D Oregon MS 66 PCGS. Pleasing golden patina is noted on 
both sides, but the lustrous, mark-free surfaces are readily apprecia¬ 
ble at all angles. 

753 1938 Oregon MS 64 PCGS. Silver-gray in appearance, the distrac¬ 
tion-free surfaces have the look of a Gem. 


754 1938 Oregon MS 64 PCGS. Mottled olive-gray patina clings to the 
surfaces of this frosty near-Gem. 

755 1938-S Oregon MS 66 PCGS. Silver-gray in appearance, both sides 
are smooth and typically appealing for the grade. 

756 1938 Oregon MS 65 PCGS; 1938-D Oregon MS 65 PCGS; and a 
1938-S Oregon MS 66 NGC. All coins exhibit milky-gold patina 
over lustrous, mark-free surfaces. This is a lovely, original com¬ 
memorative set. (Total: 3 coins) 

757 1939-S Oregon MS 66 NGC. Dusky-gold patina is noted on both 
sides of this mark-free Gem. 

758 1915-S Panama-Pacific MS 64 NGC. This is an attractive, essential¬ 
ly mark-free representative of this conditionally challenging issue. 
The lightly toned surfaces display an even slate-gray appearance. 
Suitably struck with modest cartwheel luster effects. 

759 1915-S Panama-Pacific MS 64 NGC. This is a deeply toned, 
antique-gold representative of this conditionally challenging com¬ 
ment. There are no individually mentionable abrasions and the strik¬ 
ing detail is adequate for the issue. 

760 1915-S Panama-Pacific MS 65 PCGS. Originally toned in lilac- 
gray and olive shades, the surfaces are still alive with cartwheel lus¬ 
ter. Both sides are also uncommonly abrasion-free for this condi¬ 
tionally challenging commemorative issue. 

761 1920 Pilgrim MS 64 NGC. Extremely lustrous with patchy golden 
color on the reverse, being just a few trivial field marks from Gem 
quality. 

762 1920 Pilgrim MS 64 PCGS. The lightly patinated, frosty surfaces do 
not reveal any abrasions that would seem to preclude an even high¬ 
er grade. 

763 1920 Pilgrim MS 65 PCGS. The slightly toned surfaces feature full 
mint frost and boldly impressed devices. 

764 1920 Pilgrim MS 65 NGC. The frosty-white surfaces display pin¬ 
point striking definition and carefully preserved features. 

765 1921 Pilgrim MS 64 NGC. Rich champagne-gold iridescence blan¬ 
kets the intensely lustrous surfaces. 

766 1921 Pilgrim MS 65 NGC. Both sides of this sparkling Gem are free 
of both toning and detracting abrasions. 

767 1921 Pilgrim MS 66 NGC. A remarkably preserved ‘21 Pilgrim that 
exhibits thick, satiny luster and frosty features that show the lightest 
golden color about the peripheral lettering. 

768 1936 Rhode Island MS 65 NGC. Silver-gray and pink shades are 
noted on both sides of this coin, but the frosty luster is undiminished 
in intensity. 


1936-S Rhode Island MS 64 PCGS. Lightly toned with modest cart¬ 
wheel effects. 

1936 Rhode Island PDS Set MS 64 PCGS. All examples exhibit 
frosty, essentially pristine features beneath either lilac-gray or gold¬ 
en-gray iridescence. (Total: 3 coins) 

1937 Roanoke MS 65 PCGS. The frosty surfaces are sharply struck 
and patina-free. 

1937 Roanoke MS 66 NGC. Impeccable, frosty surfaces are essen¬ 
tially untoned save for a speck of golden color on Raleigh’s hat. 

1936 Robinson MS 64 PCGS. The lightly patinated, silver-gray sur¬ 
faces are alive with cartwheel luster. Essentially Gem in technical 
quality. 

1936 Robinson MS 65 PCGS. With blazing-white luster and remark¬ 
ably clean surfaces, this coin has the look of an even higher grade. 

1936 Robinson MS 65 PCGS. The brilliant features readily reveal 
their rich endowment of frosty luster without interference from size¬ 
able abrasions. 

1935-S San Diego MS 65 PCGS. This fully frosted Gem combines 
an untoned obverse with a delicately patinated, golden colored 
reverse. 

1935-S San Diego MS 65 NGC. The thin veil of golden iridescence 
accents the sharply impressed, expertly preserved features. 

1935-S San Diego MS 65 PCGS, a crescent of olive-gray irides¬ 
cence overlays the lower right obverse, the reverse is thickly toned 
in lavender-gray, orange-russet, and charcoal shades; and a 1936-D 
San Diego MS 65 PCGS, this essentially untoned example exhibits 
a blinding, abrasion-free appearance. (Total: 2 coins) 

1935- S San Diego MS 66 PCGS. Impeccably preserved with deli¬ 
cate lilac iridescence and swirling frosty luster.

While the P and D-mint examples grade 
MS 66, their S-mint counterpart grades MS 65. This is a lightly 
toned and attractive Gem quality set. (Total: 3 coins) 

791 1936 Texas PDS Set MS 65 PCGS. Varying degrees of light golden 
and lilac iridescence are noted on both sides of each coin m this set. 
All examples are distraction-free and undeniably attractive- (Total: 3 
coins) 

792 1936 Texas PDS Set NGC. This set features two MS 66 examples 
and an MS 65 S-mint representative. All coins are untoned and bril¬ 
liant-white in appearance. (Total: 3 coins) 

793 1937 Texas MS 66 NGC. Iridescent gold coloration confirms the 
originality of this expertly preserved comment. Sharply struck, as 
always. 

794 1937-S Texas MS 66 NGC. The lightly toned surfaces are free of 
bothersome abrasions. Both sides are bathed in swirling must luster. 

795 1937 Texas PDS Set MS 64 PCGS. All coins exhibit golden patina, 
but the P-mint example also displays mottled russet overtones. This 
set is nearly in the Gem category. (Total: 3 coins) 

796 1938-S Texas MS 66 NGC. Mottled orange-tan and pink iridescence 
on the obverse interrupts the otherwise slate-gray toning scheme of 
this blemish-free Gem. 

797 1925 Vancouver MS 62 PCGS. Although essentially distraction-free, 
this coin is somewhat lackluster in appearance. Delicate Hac irides¬ 
cence is noted throughout. 

798 1925 Vancouver MS 64 PCGS. Champagne patina is noted at certain 
angles, but the rich endowment of mint frost dominates das piece’s 
outward appearance. There are no distractions that are worthy of 
concern. 

799 1925 Vancouver MS 65 PCGS. The deeply toned surfaces display an 
antique-copper appearance overall. Charcoal shading is noted 
around the peripheral devices on the reverse and splashes <u€ orange 
iridescence decorate the upper obverse periphery. Mark-free and rel¬ 
atively scarce as such. 

800 1927 Vermont MS 63 PCGS. Rich olive-gray patina overfays both 
sides, but the upper reverse introduces deeper tan-orange shades. 
The few wispy abrasions are well concealed. 

801 1927 Vermont MS 64 PCGS. Frosty and sharply impressed, this is a 
typically smooth coin for the grade. Both sides are devoid of toning. 

802 1927 Vermont MS 65 PCGS. This richly toned Gem is essentially 
lavender-gray in appearance. There are, however, brighter multicol¬ 
ored undertones throughout. Typically mark-free for the grade. 

803 1946 Booker T. Washington MS 65 PCGS; and a 1947 Booker T. 
Washington MS 65 PCGS. While the first example displays rich 
lavender-gray toning, the second coin is frosty-white in appearance. 
(Total: 2 coins) 

804 1946 Booker T. Washington PDS Set MS 65 PCGS. The fcst coin is 
brilliant-white in appearance, but the D and S-mint pieces display 
original golden-gray overtones. None of the coins reveal individual¬ 
ly distracting abrasions. (Total: 3 coins) 

805 1947 Booker T. Washington PDS Set MS 65 PCGS. All coins are 
brilliant, or nearly so, with intensely lustrous surfaces. Typically 
smooth for the respected Gem grade. (Total: 3 coins) 

806 1948 Booker T. Washington PDS Set MS 65 PCGS. A set of lightly 
toned, carefully preserved commemoratives. (Total: 3 coins) 

807 1949-S Booker T. Washington MS 66 NGC. Dappled russet-tan pati¬ 
na hugs the rims on both sides, but the overall appearance is one of 
frosty-white luster. Uncommonly clean for the issue. 


808 1949 Booker T. Washington PDS Set MS 65 PCGS. This lot offers a 
trio of pristine comments that are either untoned or lightly patinated 
in golden shades. (Total: 3 coins) 

809 1950-S Booker T. Washington MS 66 PCGS. This is an original 
Gem whose lustrous features are blanketed with lavender-gray pati¬ 
na. 

810 1950 Booker T. Washington PDS Set MS 65 PCGS. While the P- 
min t example shows delicate golden-tan overtones on the obverse, 
the other two pieces are free of even the faintest patina. All coins are 
sharply struck and fully Gem in quality. (Total: 3 coins)

The current Guide 
Book shows that all business strike 1999 Quarter-Ounce gold eagles 
were produced at the Philadelphia Mint. While the West Point facil¬ 
ity did strike proof coins, it was not slated to deliver any business 
strikes. Either this coin was struck in Philadelphia with a die intend¬ 
ed for West Point, or the West Point Mint erroneously produced an 
unknown number of business strike examples. 

825 1999-W Quarter-Ounce Gold Eagle MS 68 NGC. A second example 
of this scarce error, this fresh example is at the threshold of numis¬ 
matic perfection. 
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CERTIFIED TERRITORIAL GOLD 

826 1852 Moffat & Co. Ten Dollar—Repaired—ANACS. AU Details, 
Net VF 20. Wide Date. K-9, R.6. In addition to the aforementioned 
impairment, both sides of this coin show a glossy finish that is sug¬ 
gestive of an old cleaning. Essentially honey-gold in color with dap¬ 
pled shades of darker color around the obverse devices. This is, 
nonetheless, a suitably detailed representative of this scarce territor¬ 
ial issue. Listed on page 278 of the current Guide Book. 

CERTIFIED CALIFORNIA FRACTIONAL GOLD 

827 1881 Indian Round 25 Cents, BG-887, R.5, MS 64 PCGS. The 
bright, prooflike surfaces of this near-Gem glow with green-gold 
patination. As befits the grade, there are no individually mentionable 
surface disruptions. 


CERTIFIED COINS OF HAWAII 

829 1883 Ten Cents MS 63 NGC. The lightly toned surfaces combine a 
moderately prooflike obverse with the uniformly frosted reverse. 
There are no sizeable abrasions on either side. 

CERTIFIED CANADIAN 

830 1914 Five Dollar AU 58 PCGS. The partially lustrous, amber-gold 
surfaces show a few wispy abrasions on the obverse. 

CERTIFIED ERROR

is located just before 9 o’clock on both sides. The surfaces are 
untoned and lustrous with pinpoint striking definition.
